‘THEY'RE ready to go, but will they get paid? 

‘The United States has pledged to provide food 
and other provisions for the 500-member Philip- 
pine humanitarian assistance mission to Iraq. 
‘The issue of a daily cash allowance, however, has 
yetto be discussed, military officials said. 

Lt, Gen. Rodolfo Garcia, Armed Forces vice 
chief of staff and military spokesperson, told re- 
porters the US military had committed to spend 
for the food, water, shelter and other such re- 
quirements of the Philippine contingent. 

‘As forthe allowance: “That sa matter that we are 
ooking into. We are wiling to send our people there 
on the basis of allowances that are available to the 
Philippine government to give to our troops.” 

Policemen who served as peacekeepers in UN- 
organized missions in former strifetom states 
such as Cambodia, Kosovo and East Timor had 
received a daily allowance of at least $90. 

Because the US-led coalition launched its 
attack on Iraq without explicit UN sanction, 
coalition members are expected to play a ma- 
jor role in the rehabilitation of Iraq. Whether 


allowances, however, remains to be seen.

MATI, Davao Oriental—tIt’s not quite what

| lators—up to a point. 

| Negros Occidental Rep. J. Apolinario Loza- 
da said the group, of which heis an official, has 
initiated a move to scrap the pork barrel of 
congressmen and senators which has been at- 
tended by graft. Congressmen get about P65 
million a year each in pork barrel funds, while 
senators receive about P200 million each, 

“Tt (pork barrel) doesn’t help us in any way. 
Tt only causes a rift among lawmakers,” Loza- 
da, who recently visited this town, said. 

Lozada admitted the highly controversial 
allocation was being misused by some of his 
fellow lawmakers. 

“Under our proposal, the pork barrel would 
be scrapped but the identification of projects 
in our districts would remain,” he said.

Half of firms surveyed 
deny workers benefits 


SENATE Majority Leader Loren Legarda has 
urged the Department of Labor and Employ- 
ment to submit to the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue the list of some 11,000 companies found 
‘underpaying their workers and violating oth- 
er labor rules as revealed in a recent survey. 

Legarda said there was a need for the BIR 
to investigate these companies for possible 
tax evasion. 

She said firms that underpay their employ- 
ees and deprive them of social security pro- 
tection are more likely to be understating 
their tax obligations as well. 

“We were once told that in business, there 
are two ways by which the unscrupulous cut 
corners to rake in more profits: by depriving 
workers their lawful benefits and/or cheating 
the government of taxes,” Legarda said. 

‘The Bureau of Working Conditions’ latest 
six-month survey showed that 10,970 of the 
21,397 establishments inspected nationwide 
‘were underpaying their employees by not giv- 
ing them their 13th-month pay and regular 
holiday wages, and not remitting social secu- 
rity premiums.

VEN Saddam Hussein knew the advantages of re- 
E In 1979, when he assumed full control of 
Iraq, he saw the need to reinvent himself. During an 
unforgettable meeting of the Revolutionary Command 
Council, he completed his metamorphosis from able ad- 
ministrator to supreme leader in dramatic fashion: He 
presided over a bloodbath. 
In that meeting, he forced the coun- 
EDITORIAL cils secretary to confess to acts of 
treachery. Saddam then asked others in 
the council to look deep into themselves and report simi- 
larly treasonous behavior. Those Saddam invited to con- 
fess were then executed. And to make sure that everyone 
else in Iraq understood the full import of his rebirth as 
dictator, Saddam had videotapes of the meeting distribut- 
ed far and wide. 

Saddam reinvented himself several times during his 
lifetime. In his last incarnation, he presented himself as 
the Islamic hero making a last stand against American in- 
fidels. Despite turning Iraq into a thoroughgoing secular 
state, despite waging war against fellow Muslims in Iran 
and Kuwait, Saddam successfully converted himself, in 
the eyes of many Islamic believers, into a martyr of the 
faith. 

Evidently, the significance of a second birth is not limit- 
ed to Christians, who are taught from birth about the 
need to be born again and whose central feast—today, 
Easter Sunday—involves nothing Tess than a resurrec- 
tion. Saddam made use of the advantages of rebirth up to 
the very end, and thousands of non-Iraqi Arabs respond- 
ed by taking up arms to defend his dictatorship. 

‘Would that Saddam’s apparent gift for remaking one’s 
self were shared by the Iraqi people. A long-suffering na- 
tion has a historic chance of starting over. If they base 
their future on the recent brutal past, they are doomed. 
Their future lies in dismantling the octopus-like bureau- 
cratic apparatus Saddam put in place and transforming 
their country into a working democracy. 

Easier said than done, of course, but there it is. We say 
this even if we doubt the Bush administration’s commit- 
ment to its own belatedly stated policy, that it invaded 
Iraq to install a showcase of democracy in the Middle 
East. As writers such as economist Paul Krugman of the 
New York Times has noted time and again, the adminis- 
tration of George W. Bush is long on dramatic initiative 
and short on follow through. Bush administration offi- 
cials are simply not interested in the tedium of sticking 
around. 

The war of words with Syria, even before the shooting 
war in Iraq has been won, does not fill us with confidence. 
It proves Krugman’s point: the cowboys in the White 
House are not interested in the drudgery of ranch work, 
not when a new posse is being rounded up. Rehabilitating 
a country is for sissies, or at least those out-of-touch ur- 
banites at the Department of State and their effete coun- 
terparts in the European Union. Real men go to war. 

The numbers tell part of the story: The Bush adminis- 
tration asked the US Congress for a $60-billion budget for 
the war in Iraq. The US budget for Iraq’s rehabilitation is 
one percent of that, or some $600 million. 

‘The Iraqi people therefore face a future full of uncer- 
tainty, but they can be sure of this: They cannot depend 
on the Americans. The Bush administration will move on 
to the next crisis or the next war, as they have moved on 
from Afghanistan. And the American people, if history is 
anything to judge by, are reluctant imperialists. Once the 
costs of empire become clear, once the domestic Ameri- 
can economy starts to feel the adverse impact of US mili- 
tary adventures abroad, support for rebuilding Iraq— 
minimal as it already is—will wither in the desert. To up- 
date the quote that led to the defeat of Bush’s father in 
1992: Its still the economy, stupid. 

‘And yet Iraq’s future does lie in transforming itself into 
aworking democracy. The Iraqi people will have to make 
the transition without depending on American largesse. 
This is, as we know from our experience as the first-ever 
American colony, occupied under another US president 
who believed in “manifest destiny,” an inordinately diffi- 
cult task. But it is better for Iraq now to be born again as a 
new nation without expecting anything from the United 
States. They will save themselves grief in the future. 
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I WAS elated to watch on TV the Iraqi people 
dancing in the streets over the downfall of the 
Saddam Hussein who had tyrannized them for 
24 years. 1 was particularly touched by the 
front-page picture on the Star of an Iraqi man 
offering a small flower to a smiling female 
British soldier. 

‘Saddam Hussein's propaganda machine had 
announced that the Iraqi people would resist 
to the death the invasion of their country by 
the Coalition forces. They were determined to 
protect their beloved leader. Saddam had 
urged them to “draw their swords,” to slay the 
foreign invaders, who would shed “tears of 
blood.” 

He had misjudged his own people. They 
might have been willing to defend their coun- 
try but not him. Saddam was the Evil One. It 
was he who, for more than two decades, op- 
pressed the nation in general, and jailed, tor- 
tured and executed the enemies of his regime. 

One of his sons-in-law fied after a failed 
coup but was persuaded to return with Sad- 
dam's assurance that all was forgiven. Back in 
Iraq, he was summarily shot to death. Another 
son-in-law suffered the same fate. After his 
aborted invasion of Kuwait in 1991, Saddam 
vented his rage on his own countrymen, 
slaughtering thousands of Shiites and Kurds 
who had rebelled against him. 

His alleged store of chemical and biological 
weapons of mass destruction has not yet been 
discovered or will probably be planted by the 
Coalition forces to justify their attack against 
Iraq. But regardless of the truth or falsity of 
President Bush's charges, there is no question 
that Saddam Hussein is (or was) a reptile. 

Is Saddam Hussein dead or still alive? It 
does not matter so long as the Iraqi people 
have been released from his bloodthirsty grip. 
Ifstil alive, he can no longer exercise his ruth- 
less power and will be a fugitive like Osama bin 
Laden. But he will not have the latter's heroic 
image as the leader of the Arab nation. 

Death would be more merciful to him and 
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his name. His capture and trial for his hideous 
crimes by an international tribunal would hu- 
miliate this proud man more than his certain 
conviction and condign punishment. Death 
now might eventually vindicate him in the 
long view of history. Napoleon set the world on 
fire in the 18th century but is now deified by 
the French. 

Escape to a friendly country would reduce 
Saddam to the likes of Idi Amin of Uganda, 
who is now on voluntary exile in Libya. His re- 
turn home would mean certain death for his 
unspeakable offenses. So too with Saddam, 
who could be executed like the despotic Ceaus- 
escu couple of Romania. Saddam in exile 
would be as reviled as, if not more than, his fel- 
low international criminals. 

‘The euphoria the Iraqi people must be feel- 
ing now reminds me of our own experience 
during the heady days of Edsa 1. We too had 
our own tyrant who reigned over us as if there 
were no tomorrow. During the dictatorship, as 
Speaker Laurel said at a dinner where Imelda 
Marcos was the guest of honor, “only Mala- 
cafiang is a-glitter and the rest of the nation is 
in darkness.” 

Marcos scorned individual liberties and hu- 
man rights, distorted the Constitution, manip- 
ulated the Supreme Court and the Batasang 
Pambansa, enriched himself and his family 
with the people's money, favored his cronies 
with public fortunes, coddled the military to 
ensure their support, beguiled the masses with 
gaudy promises, and shamelessly wooed the 
United States to secure its blessings. 

The important difference between Edsa 1 


and the liberation of Iraq is that we did it our 
way. It was the spontaneous uprising of the Fil- 
ipino people, finally fed up with the oppression 
and corruption of the Marcos regime that led 
to the toppling of the leader who had misled 
and misruled them. 

We did not need the help of the American 
forces to liberate us. In fact, Vice President 
George Bush, the present president's father, 
had earlier praised Marcos for his “adherence 
to democratic principles.” It was the Ameri- 
cans who took Marcos and his family, along 
with Ver and his other toadies out of harm's 
way to the haven of Honolulu. It was the Amer- 
‘cans who prevented us from punishing Mar- 
cos, according to our own laws, for his crimes 
against the Filipino nation. 

Bush's moral mouthings that the Coalition 
forces had invaded Iraq to liberate its people 
from Saddam Hussein has a hollow ring. If that 
were true, why has the United States not 
Jaunched similar campaigns against other op- 
pressed countries where local tyrants hold un- 
limited power without accountability? This pro- 
fessed policeman of the world, this self-pro- 
claimed defender of democracy, has no more 
credibility than a cop on the take. 

‘The United States could not have not known 
about the ordeal of our country from the abus- 
es of Ferdinand Marcos but his friend Ronald 
Reagan did nothing about it. He even ordered 
the US armed forces to help the fallen dictator 
escape the people's wrath over his villainies. 
So much then for Dubya’s pious protestations 
that he had been moved to invade Iraq to deliv- 
er its people from the tyranny of Saddam Hus- 
sein, 

We should be proud of Edsa I because, to re- 
peat, we did it our way. America did not have 
the right or the duty to intervene in our own in- 
ternal problems, which wé corrected ourselves 
with our own will and our own determination 
and our own courage, We acted as a free peo- 
ple and did not need the United States to liber- 
ate us,

John’s account of the Resurrection (Jn. 
20, 1-9) starts with Mary of Magdala coming 
to the tomb early in the morning. She saw 
the stone removed from the tomb.

It was the 
victory of life over death, light over dark- 
ness, goodness over evil, joy over sorrow. 
The Resurrection is a beautiful story of 
hope, new beginnings, new life. May we all 
accept and take comfort that because the 
Lord has risen, we too can overcome what- 
ever bends, dead-ends and walls that con- 
front us in life. 

Next time you pass by Edsa-Ortigas, look at 
the shrubs growing on the side of the concrete, 
an inspiring testament that life will survive, 
and that we will survive.

SARS (Severe, Acute, Recurring Sins) and 
that we all are Selfish, Arrogant, Rebellious 
Sinners. For Easter, we must be transformed 
into Saved, Alive, Redeemed Servants 
(SARS) of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 

SAVED. Somebody has died for you and me. 
We were saved with much pain and suffering. 
We all are very precious and important. We all 
have the dignity of being sons and daughters in 
the Son. We were given a second life, a second 
chance. if we have been saved, then we must 
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be GRATEFUL to Him who has saved us. 

ALIVE. Because of the Resurrection, we 
can look forward to eternal life where there 
are no more tears, no more problems, no 
more pains, no more sorrow. Because we 
are alive, then we must live life well, by liv- 
ing a life so full of LOVE. 

REDEEMED. We were lost, but have been 
found. We were blind, but we now can see! 
There was no way we could buy ourselves 
back.

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Soldiers and priests 


SOME folks have asked and I must apologize for 
assuming too much, Reveille is a wake-up bugle 
call just before sunrise, signaling the first military 
formation of the day. At the Philippine Military 
‘Academy (PMA), the first sound heard by the 
cadets on a cold Baguio morning is reveille and it 
means getting up and joining company formation 
to raise and salute the colors. Incidentally, just as 
reveille is the signal for a flag-raising ceremony, 
retreat is sounded prior to lowering the colors. 

Last week we joined a different retreat, a 
Lenten retreat at Angels’ Hills in Silang, Cavite. 
‘Together with Tagaytay City, this area is probably 
the densest, in terms of religious houses and insti- 
tutions, in the whole country. The cool climate is 
the single biggest attraction and this accounts for 
more than 40 seminaries and retreat houses in 
the neighborhood. 

‘The retreat master for our group was Fr. Mari- 
ano ‘JunvJun” Agruda II, a Carmelite who was 
marking the start of his sixth and last year as 
parish priest at the Mt. Carmel Shrine in New 
Manila, Quezon City. Almost 10 years ago, 1 was 
telling people that if they needed a spiritual lift, a 
sort of reveille in their daily lives, they ought to try 
hearing early Mass on weekdays at Mt. Carmel. 
‘The reason I gave was a young priest whose homi- 
lies were a joy to hear. No lectures, no threats 
about eternal damnation—just interesting stories, 
some about good people who were also sinners. In 
fact, they were good because they found out from 
actual experience what sin was all about. 

At that time, Father Jun-Jun was finishing his 
masteral studies in theology at the Ateneo Uni- 
versity. A few years later, he would be named 
parish priest, the youngest ever to head Mt. 
Carmel. 

This has been my third retreat with Father Jun- 
Jun and each time he proceeded to guide us 
through prayers and meditation, my thoughts 
would often stray and'l would find myself won- 
dering why this bright and dedicated young man 
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would choose a spiritual life of service in the 
church, as against a temporal, more worldly path. 
He could have chosen law or medicine or busi- 
ness, and he would have excelled in any of these 
fields. With his wonderful voice he could easily 
have been a recording artist and movie star. He 
could also have joined the Armed Forces and he 
‘would have been singled out for higher positions 
of great responsibility early in his career. 

Which brings to mind some views on similari- 
ties between the AFP and the Church as an insti- 
tution. This may sound a bit strange but the idea 
of democracy is alien to the military as well as to 
the Church. When you put on the uniform or the 
cassock, you give up your individual freedoms, 
your rights, your privileges, your prerogatives 
and you take a vow of complete obedience to au- 
thority. The penalty for disobedience could be dis- 
missal or excommunication. 

Most of our officers and priests come from the 
lower middle classes of society. There are very 
few young men from the more affluent sectors of 
the community who have applied for cadetship at 
the military academy. And the same is true when 
it comes to the priesthood. I am reminded that a 
few weeks ago, the No. 1 graduate of the PMA 
was the daughter of a caregiver working in Israel. 
The rich and the famous among us are not too 
keen about giving their sons and daughters to a 
life of service for God or country. For one thing, 
the rewards are few, the hours long and risks too 
many. 

‘One can also say that the military organization 


and the Church are meritocracies. Promotions 
and career advancements are generally based on 
performance and competence, rather than the 
sway of outside influences. There are exceptions 
however, particularly in the military at its higher 
levels where political clout starts to exert pres- 
sure on the organization. But by and large, one 
moves up the ladder depending on one's personal 
merits, 

Soldiers and priests are also very human. Just as 
some officers have their new rank insignias in their 
back pockets, awaiting announcement of possible 
promotion, some priests also have their skullcaps 
ready while hoping for the apostolic nuncio to pro- 
claim the good news. Just as a number of soldiers, 
some of them real macho types, exhibit feminine 
tendencies there is a trio of bishops widely known 
as the Tres Marias. And in spite of a vow of poverty, 
we also have clergymen whose rings and other 
personal ornaments would put to shame some of 
our revenue collection officers. 

‘Asi mentioned earlier, Father JunJun is on his 
last year at Carmel. Church regulations limit the 
term of a parish priest to two, 3-year stints. After 
Carmel, he is probably in line for a bishop's mitre. 
(Have you heard what a mitre is? It is an artificial 
vacuum sitting atop a natural vacuum.) It is also 
possible that the Church will send him for ad- 
‘vanced studies at the Vatican or elsewhere. In the 
military, after a tour of duty in the trenches, a pe- 
riod of reflection in schools here and abroad, is 
not unusual particularly for the best and the 
brightest. 

His parishioners will miss him and I am sure 
some of them are, this early, ooking for loopholes 
in church rules in order to exempt him from the 
six-year limit—a typical Filipino weakness. If you 
visit Mt. Carmel nowadays, one can easily under- 
stand why his flock wants him there. But more 
than the physical changes which have been a 
work in progress, perhaps his greatest achieve- 
ment has been bringing into the parish main- 
stream “the lost, the least and the last.” 


The lure of the pregnant belly 


‘THERE was a recent feature in an episode of 
“Planet Parent,” aired on the Lifestyle Channel, 
that had me chuckling in remembrance and re- 
flecting on the wider implications of this phe- 
nomenon. 

‘And what is this phenomenon? The irresistible 
lure of the pregnant belly. Women interviewed for 
the show remarked how even utter strangers felt 
free to approach a visibly pregnant woman and 
chat her up, dispensing advice and observations, 
and even—horrors!—reaching out to touch her 
belly. “i's as if 've lost ownership over this part of 
my body," says one mother with a bulging belly. “I 
know people love babies, but the baby is still in- 
side me, and it's still my body.” 

Te wasn't just the touching that got to the wom- 
en, though that seemed to be the most troubling 
aspect of being a public spectacle just by being 
pregnant. There was also the feeling that one’s 
pregnancy opened one to public serutiny and con- 
trol, with the expectant mother showered with ad- 
vice and instructions, however well meaning. 

Its as if by choosing impending motherhood, a 
woman surrendered her individuality, chucking 
off her unique personal identity for the generic 
one of “mother.” For sure, it's an identity and a 
role that many women choose freely and gladly. 
But it's an identity and role in addition to, and not 
in place of, the one she’s worked all her life to es- 
tablish and which in fact she's still in the process 
of unearthing. A mother who has lost her sense of 
self has lost her capacity to impart the same to her 
children, especially her daughters. 

A WOMAN'S pregnancy leaves her vulnerable 
not just to hormonal mood swings and dra- 
matic physical changes, but to the heavier bur- 
dens of social and personal expectations. “You 
know what's the most embarrassing thing 
about being pregnant?" a friend once asked. 
“it’s an irrefutable sign that you've had sex!” 
And because a woman is so rash as to walk 
around with this undeniable symbol of her 
sexuality, then all those around her seem to 
feel free to make her conduct and her capacity 
for motherhood their business. The expectant 


Good and evil in Saddam’s Iraq 


IT would be a gross mistepresentation of the 
character and long history of the Iraqi people, 1 
think, if our portrait of them were summed up on- 
ly by images of a nation that marked its freedom 
b: uni nidled looting and lawlessness. There is

This is not to defend Saddam. The crimes he 
committed against his own people and neighbors 
make him easily one of the most odious rulers in 
the history of the Middle East, and he does de- 
serve to be overthrown. But how does one ex- 
plain the anger of Sama Samira, a 21-year-old 
ragi university student, whose photo was taken 
recently while she lectured Tank Commander 
Staff Sgt. Terry Brake on how US troops have hurt 

ling it? Could she be the daughter of 


scholars perhaps? But there seem to be many 
more like her, ordinary Iraqis who speak to their 
incredulous liberators before TV cameras telling 
them that water and electricity should be re- 
stored ahead of their freedom. 

‘The thing about any dictatorial regime is that 
while it oppresses it also makes things possible. 
No regime can be maintained purely on the basis 
of coercion. Ir would not survive if it did nothing 
for the people it governed, and if its impact on the 
rest of the world was relentlessly negative. Sad- 
dam’s regime was no exceprion. Until the war of 
1991, raq was home to about 50,000 Filipino 
‘workers. Up to the 1980s, it played host to many 
foreign companies including Landoil, a construc- 
tion firm identified with Speaker Jose de Venecia. 
At the height of the oil crisis, Saddam assured the 
Philippines a steady supply of its oil require- 
‘ments. By no means does this excuse Saddam's 
dictatorship, of course. But it does make one 
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mother ceases to be “just” a woman, but that 
èxalted, and yet at the same time denigrated, 
being—a mother. Suddenly, she has to con- 
form to a template of behaving and being, as- 
suming the mantle of sainthood by forgetting 
herself and her own needs and desires. Why is 
it that motherhood is always equated with 
martyrdom? [fit is fulfillment and completion, 
why should it always entail loss and suffering? 

‘Why does one become a “good” mother only 
by effacing more and more of herself and her be- 
ing? One would think that facing the challenge 
of birthing and rearing a separate being, a moth- 
er would have to be not just strong and resilient, 
but whole and entire, integral in her personality 
and desires, capacities and wisdom. Parenthood 
does not consist of giving oneself away, litle by 
little, until by the time one’s children are adults, 
there is nothing left but the hollow remnants of 
one’s former role. Shouldn't it rather be a jour- 
neying with one's children, leading by example 
and inspiration? How can a diminished person- 
ality ever accomplish that? 
A BILL was once filed (in the Senate, I think) that 
‘would have penalized any woman who endan- 
gered the fetus she was carrying by unhealthy be- 
havior, such as smoking, drinking or taking drugs. 
Happily, that legislation didn’t prosper or it would 
have flung open the doors for state interference 
into every woman's privacy by sole reason of her 
pregnancy. After all, smoking, drinking and the 
use of illegal drugs, though admittedly health 
risks, still aren't crimes. 

‘Smoking in public piaces is penalized because 
secondary smoke annoys and harms other people 
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wonder why our government, hand in hand with 
the United States and Britain, suddenly found it 
necessary to liberate Iraq this year. 

Embedded journalists traveling with US and 
British forces have treated us with pictures of a 
country that seems not to have benefited from its 
oil wealth at all. Surely this is not the whole of 
Iraq. Mani Shankar Aiyar, currently a member of 
the Indian parliament, was deputy chief of mis- 
sion in 1976-78 at the Indian Embassy in Bagh- 
dad. In a recent article for UPI International, he 
provides a different picture: “It was Saddam's 
revolution that ended Iraqi backwardness. Edu- 
cation, including higher and technological educa- 
tion, became the top priority. More important, 
centuries of vicious discrimination against girls 
and women was ended by one stroke of the mod- 
emizing dictator's pen. 

“T used to drive past the Mustansariya Universi- 
ty on my way home from downtown Baghdad. It 
was miraculous—I use the word advisedly—it was 
nothing short of miraculous to see hundreds of 
girlstudems thronging the campus, none in 
“burkhas” or “chador’—the head-to-toe black 
cape that was, and is, essential dress for women in 
most of the Islamic world—and almost al in skirts 
and blouses that would grace a Western university. 

“The liberation of women—that is half the 
population of Iraq, as for any other country—has 
been the most dramatic achievement of Saddam's 
regime. To understand how dramatic just look 
across the Iraqi border at America’s once-favorite 
Arab satrap, Saudi Arabia.” 


around the smoker. Driving while under the influ- 
ence is punished because the drunken driver is a 
risk to all other people on the road. While the law 
seeks to put behind bars not the drug user but the 
drug pusher—or at least that’s what all the slo- 
gans say. 

I suppose a case could be miade that the re- 
sponsibility of a woman to the new life inside her 
is analogous to the situations enumerated above. 
With one difference: while the public smoker, the 
drunken driver and the addiet pose potential 
harm to people surrounding them, the pregnant 
‘woman's sole ambit of influence is her own body, 
even ifit should be shared for a time by her child. 

Perhaps the legislators realized that ensuring a 

pregnant woman looks after the health of the fe- 
tus she bears is better accomplished by education 
and services, and not by force of law or threat of 
punishment. We accomplish nothing by creating 
an artificial enmity between a woman and the 
child in her womb. But we help ensure the sur- 
vival of both by making sure pregnancy, delivery 
and childcare take place under optimum condi- 
tions, with the best of care and under the most 
ideal arrangements. 
THE SAME “Planet Parent” feature sought a 
most humorous way to illustrate the public's 
“hands-on” approach to pregnant bellies by 
showing a pregnant woman stalked by a “spe- 
cial forces” agent, who, upon spotting her, 
whispers into a microphone: “Pregnant wom- 
an approaching! Get ready! Prepare to put 
your hands on her!” 

Hyper-sensitive preggies often feel like tlie 
eyes of the world are on them, silently rebuk- 
ing them for being so shameless as to walk 
around with visible evidence of their sexuality, 
then treating them as little more than vessels 
of the undeniably “cute” and “lovable” babies 
curled up inside them. 

“I just wish sometimes that they would make 
eye contact with me and not just at my belly." a 
mother complained. And that's all women 
want: that people recognize the woman behind 
the belly, the person behind the mother * 


‘The truth of the matter is that Saddam's Iraq is 
a modem secular society, whose people are 
among the most highly educated in the whole 
‘Arab world. Saddam was for the West an effective 
foil ro the Islamic regime run by clerics in neigh- 
boring Iran.

And it was, of course, the 
absence of democracy that accounted for Sad- 
dam brushing aside all-vested interests: his in- 
stant liberation of women, his instant disman- 
tling of feudalism, his instant caging of the priest- 
hood, and, therefore, his instant—and, yes, bru- 
tal—exclusion from iraq of all forms of religious 
fundamentalism and religion-based terrorism.” 

The Americans have vowed to establish a mod- 
‘ern democracy in iraq. Of all the countries in the 
Middle East, outside of Israel, Iraq is probably the 
‘one most prepared for political modernity. You 
‘can’t say that for the rest of the Arab world, which 
are societies still painfully evolving from the 
ethos of sectarian tradition and personal rule. 
With Saddam out of the picture, Iraq’can move 
forward and become a democratic polity. But the 
field is now also open to those who want a strict 
Islam to be the core of the new Iraqi state. 

When one considers the wide range of regimes 
that America has armed and supported, one won- 
ders if America, having secured control of Iraqi 
oil fields, really cares which way the rest of the 
country goes. The “liberating” forces would not 
lift a finger to protect the National Museum in 
Baghdad from looters, but they had all the time to 
secure the offices of the Iraqi Oil Ministry. That 
speaks alot about priorities, S

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International law: 
Casualty of war? 


WHILE glued to the television coverage of coalition incur- 
sion into Baghdad, a brother-priest asked me what, if any. 
was left of international law? The Security Council hac 
adamantly refused to pass a resolution that would have au 
thorized the mobilization of armed forces against Iraq, but 
the US-UK partnership invaded Iraq anyway and have since 
relentlessly pummeled it with uncontested superior power 
So, has international

not think so, and 
that is what I will ar- 
gue. 

‘The question of 
whether or not the war is legal does not lend itself to easy 
resolution, It may very well be that no one answer will meet 
with consensus. I will not venture a position, except to insist 
that simplistic positions—such as an unqualified condemna 
tion on the basis of an archaic version of the “just-war” theo 
ry—are exactly that: simplistic! It is however important to bc 
clear that non-endorsement by the UN Security Council is 
not synonymous with illegality. Armed action by one state 
against another need not be illegal, even without Security 
Council sanction. A state would arguably be justified ir 
forcibly interdicting another state that had pointed its mis 
siles in its direction, was poised to blast them off after having 
‘openly threatened to do so. No Security Council resolutior 
would be needed to legitimize a state's preemptive act ir 
such a case. To protest that this was not the case with thc 
coalition vis-à-vis Iraq is to beg the question, because that is 
exactly one of the pivotal questions in resolving the issue 0,” 
legitimacy. 

In a sense, the coalition decision not to seek a second Se- 
curity Council resolution, and to commence hostilities, dic 
the United Nations a favor, France and China, it was report 
ed, would veto a second UN resolution either setting a dead 
line or providing authority for the use of force, and there was 
good reason to believe that they would in fact wield their ve 
to power. Had the coalition launched its offensive, a vete 
notwithstanding, that indeed would have compromised very 
seriously the competence and the efficacy of the Security 
Council, and in fact of the United Nations itself. 

‘What the impasse at the council itself does indicate, howev 
er is that the Yalta-era compromise of conceding to a privi 
leged circle of “powers” the veto power, may have outlived it: 
usefulness. Not that all members of the Security Counci 
would have done better to back the United States, rather the 
threat of the exercise of the veto power might have effectively 
rendered the Security Council incapable of dealing further 
with the issue. The “double-veto” only highlights the problem: 
because it ultimately leaves to the select five the decision v; 
‘whether or not an issue will be subject to their veto power. 

‘The failure of the United Nations to hold the coalitior 
might not appear as disastrous to it if we disabuse ourselve: 
from the inclination to think of the United Nations as a su 
perstate. Itis not a superstate, nor even close to one, nor wa 
itorganically meant to be one. When a significant segment’ 
the population of a state, or of its armed forces initiates ac 
tion without governmental authority, one is right to suspeci 
that a rebellion is afoot, or that government control is com 
promised, or that belligerency must be recognized, But wher 
one considers that the United Nations is principally an orga 
nization of states with organs that in many instances resem 
ble State mechanisms but in several respects are also differ 
ent, then it should be clear that the coalition initiative doe: 
not have the same effect on the United Nations as unautho 
rized troop movement would have ona State. 

Without a doubt, “aggression” is a philosophical-juridica 
concept that figures prominently in any debate on the legali 
ty of the armed invasion of Iraq. War protestors’ throughou: 
the world—who do not necessarily outnumber war support 
ers—charge the coalition with aggression. The Unitec 
States, for its part, has always maintained that Saddam's bel 
licose disposition and what it claims to be incontrovertible 
evidence—manufacture and stockpiling of weapons of thas 
destruction—constitute aggression that had to be dealt with 
After all, Saddam had earlier shown that he could move 
swiftly and decisively when he wanted to when he invadec 
and oécupied Kuwait. Very interestingly, no one can as yet be 

prosecuted for that crime before the court because the crime 

remains undefined. This only underscores the complexity o 
the concept of aggression and cautions against careless char 
acterization. Before we can decide who the aggressor was 
‘we must first make up our minds about what aggression is 
Not that there are no clear cases of aggression, but that ir 
this particular case, it is not clear what it is, or who the.ag 
gressor was. 

International law is alive. It may have been compromisec 
by this war, but not irreparably so. It is not beyond the Unitec 
States to be the neighborhood bully, but quite interestingly, i 
has invoked international law repeatedly in this conflict. I 
charges the Saddam regime with having violated interna 
tional law in manufacturing weapons of mass destruction 
and therefore it claims title to attack from international law 
It has demanded humane treatment of POWs in accordancı 
with the provisions of international covenants, and has gone 
to great lengths to avoid hits and strikes that may make it li 
able under international law. I think then that in several oth 
er respects, international law has in fact been the framewor} 
of the ongoing hostilities. 

Violations of international law, no matter how arrant, dc 
not necessarily signal its demise, no more than blatant vio 
lations of municipal law prove its non-existence. It was of 
fensive to the Rule of Law for congressmen to threaten tha 
they would refuse to comply the Supreme Courr’s or 
der against one of their erstwhile comrades. It is certainly + 
violation of an express constitutional prohibition that dy 
nasties should plague our government. There are harsi 
laws against drug peddling, but there are criminal element: 
who peddle their wares quite openly. All this does not mear 
that law does not exist, only that it is violated. Similarly 
that a superpower may be able to flaunt international law 
does not mean that international law does not exist. In fact 
there are risks, as has always been pointed out, to then 
who consistently ignore it, for they invite lawlessnes: 
against themselves!

Contrary 
to what some Adventist groups envi- 
sion for the end of the millennium or 
age-a catastrophe in which only the 
members of their group will survive or 
be saved-New Age predicts a golden 
era for all humankind. New Age be- 
lieves in the imminent beginning of a 
qualitatively different and better 
world than this one, an era of peace, 
ove, and prosperity following the pre- 
sent situation of social dysfunction, 
conflict, and chaos.

‘Fear divides 
and looks for 
opposition’

O, the Church shouldn't be wary 
of “New Age.” For Filipinos of my 
generation, the Church has al- 
‘ways been an honorable institution, 


responsible for establishing justice and 
orderin society. 


‘We look to the Church for healing 
and help in times of crisis. We are 
schooled by Fathers and Mothers, Sis- 

ters and Brothers of the faith. 


—— Church leaders affect the tides of 
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cause we now have the means to check 
out one anothers faith. Information is 
more readily available than it has ever 
been. We look here and there—ir's a natu- 
ral impulse. The world has been polarized 
along religious lines. * 

‘When members move away, an institu- 
tion will, of course, be concerned. But at 
some point, most of those who find it nec- 
essary to “look around” are bound to re- 
tum to their flock. Religious organiza- 
tions should just ride this tide, and have 
absolute confidence in themselves and 
their members. 

As for what is considered “New Age” 
these days: much of it is really old. Raja 
Yoga, which the Brahma Kumaris World 
Spiritual University teaches, is historical- 
ly among the most ancient forms of yoga 
even in India where it comes from, a land 
with very old religious practices, indeed. 

But some of the basic principles that 
make up the backbone of the study are 
shared by many other schools of thought, 


precisely because they are universal laws. 

“Karma” literally translates to some- 
thing quite neutral: action. But it has ac- 
quired all sorts of spiritual associations. 
My initial understanding of it came from 
the Bible: “As you sow, so shall you reap.” I 
have since encountered more explana- 
tions, and still it boils down to The Golden, 
Rule. 

Right begets right; wrong begets 
‘wrong. If you do good, you get closer to 
God. If you do bad, you move away. You 
also get in trouble with others and give 
sorrow to yourself. 

“Spirituality” is not a big word, either. 
It’s just knowing ourselves as spirits, 
which is the truth. Many may have been 
taught that a human being “has” a soul. 
It’s actually the other way around: we 
each have a body. “My hand, my foot...” 
Who is talking there? But we say, “I 
think.” Again, who is talking? 

“Meditation” is the simplest of all these 
words associated with New Age. Every-

Age, though attractive, also has am- 
biguous, questionable, and even ob- 
jectionable aspects. 

Persons who are into New Age often 
believe in the prediction that an "Age of 
Aquarius” dominated by true science 
and worldwide humanism would suc- 
ceed the “Age of Pisces,” the violent era 
considered to have been engendered by 
Christianity. This belief is based on sev- 
eral suppositions. One supposition is 
that the spring equinox (March 21) re- 
gresses by one sign of the zodiac once in 
about every 2,100 years, passing toward 
the end of the 20th century from the 
sign of Pisces into that of Aquarius. An- 
other supposition is that since Christian- 
ity is symbolized by a fish (icthys) 
(acronym for the Greek words for Jesus 
Christ, Son of God, Savior), the sign of 
Pisces is identified with Christianity. 

New Age groups tend to be gnos 
Gnostics emphasize knowledge or en- 
lightenment that is esoteric (in the sense 
of being available only to the initiated), 
for attaining salvation, well-being, or in- 
tegrity. The beliefs and practices of New 
Age groups incorporate in varying de- 
grees and combinations archaic beliefs 
and occult practices coming from Asian, 
African, Native American, and other 
mythical, religious, philosophical and 
‘magical origins. These beliefs and prac- 


tices include karmicretribution, reincar- 
nation, psychic powers, nature lore, and 
at times, even witchcraft. In particular 
New Age groups, elements of Hinduism, 
Buddhism, Sufism, kabbalah, panthe- 
ism, spiritism, and numerology may be 
prominent. 

Characteristic concerns of New Age 
include ecology, planetary healing, 
holistic health, self-improvement, and 
the rights of women, minorities, and an- 
imals. New Age groups tend to favor 
nonconventional or “alternative” health 
care modalities, such as acupuncrure, 
biofeedback, herbal medicine, hypnosis, 
massage, pranic healing, organic gar- 
dening, vegetarianism, therapy with 
crystals, colors and aromas, and so 
forth. New Age groups are often fond of 
psychological typing of persons through 
such tools as astrology and the ennea- 
gram. This is not ro say that anyone who 
has these concerns or favors these ideas 
or practices is a New Ager. It is neverthe- 
less true that New Agers tend to be inter- 
ested in or to promote various combina- 
tions of these concerns, these ideas or 
practices. 

‘There is an increasingly widespread 
commercialization of New Age teach- 
ings and practices, aided by the rapid 
advances in communication and mar- 
keting techniques. Very noticeable is the 


mukiplication of bookstores, specialty 
shops, courses and workshops, films, 
television programs, and even “spiritual 
retreats” that promote the ideas, values, 
and practices of New Age. 

It is important for Filipino Catholic 
Christians to know about New Age be- 
cause in the Philippines, New Age 
groups are emerging as a serious chal- 
lenge to Christianity, especially but not 
only among the middle class and the 
wealthy. Some New Age groups are es- 
pecially dangerous because they are de- 
ceiving, undermining Christianity from 
within by using apparently Christian 
symbols and vocabulary (such as “God” 
and “Christ"), but with non-Christian 
and even anti-Christian content and 
meaning. This is in contrast to belief sys- 
tems such as Hinduism and Buddhism 
that from their vocabulary are immedi- 
ately clearly seen as contrary to and dis- 
tinct from Christianity. 

The problem posed to Catholic Chris- 
tian faith by New Age is not trivial. In 
some traditionally Catholic Christian 
countries very large proportions of the 
population hold some New Age beliefs 
incompatible with Christian faith. For 
example, with regard to belief in rein- 
camation among the population, statis- 
tics show 24 percent in Spain as of 1995, 
and 19 percent in Italy as of 1998. In the 


politics and the economy in high profile, 
or sometimes with an unseen hand. In it 
self or through groups associated with it, 
the Church provides immeasurable aid to 
the under-privileged. Every one of us per- 
sonally knows of people who live life ac- 
cording to Christian values—priests, 
nuns, teachers, nurses, whole families 
“for Christ.” 

As individuals and as a society we learn 
by building upon previous knowledge 
We carry with us the accumulation of past 
experiences. When we speak of “New 
Age” ideas falling upon the ears of the Fil- 
ipino faithful, it is not at all like first writ- 
ing on tabula rasa. All new beliefs are fil- 
tered through, and colored by, beliefs we 
already hold. Again and again, all the 
time and everyday, we choose what is 
right and what to believe. Good Chris- 
tians upholding Christian values have 
nothing to fear from new ideas. 

Now, itis true that there are bad ideas out 
there. One way to assess information, ideas 
and actions is by looking at basic intents or 
motives. Good ideas spring from love. Good 
deeds, good advice, good rules and policies 
all stem from the desire to love. 

A great many bad ideas and actions 
stem from fear. Fear divides and looks for 
opposition. 


Philippines, anecdotal evidence shows 
an increased prevclence of belief in rein- 
carnation, at least among the wealthy 
and the middle class. 

Just as setious a problem in a coun- 
try like the Philippines, which needs 
radical societal transformation accord- 
ing to the standards of social justice, is 
the fact that New Age groups tend to of- 
fer their adepts and neophytes a “soft 
transcendence.” By the latter is meanta 
state of psychological calmness or 
sense of fulfillment or exaltation, with- 
out the need for profound moral con- 
version and serious effort to transform 
interpersonal, social, and environmen- 
tal reality for the better. In this way 
some New Age groups are becoming 
the new “opium of the people.” In con- 
trast, in its most authentic and best de- 
veloped forms, Christianity proposes a 
“hard transcendence,” a challenging 
way oflife, requiting radical moral con- 
version to God and sustained effort to 
transform intrapersonal, interpersonal, 
social and environmental reality ac- 
cording to Gođ’s life-giving and liberat- 
ing purposes.

ARAB MESSAGE TO ‘AMERICA 


BAGHDAD—Iraq’s neigh- 
bors, led by Saudi Arabia, 
told the United States on 
Saturday to get out of the 
country and keep its hands 
off Iraqi oil. 

Ministers of Iraqs immediate 
neighbors—Turkey, Iran, Kuwait, 
Saudi Arabia, Jordan and Syria, 
as well as Egypt and Bahrain 
—said the United States had to 
restore order and then leave so 
that Iraqis could form their own 
government. 

They issued a joint statement 
in Riyadh opposing a US call to 
lift UN sanctions on Iraq and said 
Baghdad must be allowed to have 
a government of its own first. 

The ministers said they wanted 
the United Nations to play a cen- 
tral role in postwar Iraq, echoing 
similar demands made by Euro- 
pean Union leaders at their sum- 
mit in Athens on Thursday. 
Among those who attended the 
EU summit was Washington's key 
ally Britain. 

“The Iraqi people should ad- 
minister and govern their country 
by themselves, and any exploita- 
tion of their natural resources 
should be in conformity with the 
will of the legitimate Iraqi gov-

ernment and its people,” Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud al- 
Faisal said early on Saturday, 
reading from the statement. 

The late night meeting was held 
against the backdrop of protests in 
Baghdad as thousands of demon- 
strators poured out of mosques on 
Friday demanding the United 
States leave the county. 

“IF what they (United States) 


the exploitation of Iraqi 
oi, it will not have any legitimate 
basis,” Faisal said. 

Washington has called for a 
quick end to the 12-year-old UN 
economic sanctions, imposed 
after Iraq invaded Kuwait in 
1990, so that oil sales can fund 
reconstruction.

Chalabi said he did not want a 
post in an interim Iraqi govem- 
ment but that left open the ques- 
tion of whether he would stand as 
a candidate if the country held 
elections. 

Chalabi, head of the Iraqi Na- 
tional Congress, was the first ma- 
{jor exile politician to reach Bagh- 
dad since Saddam was ousted. 
The US military flew Chalabi to 
Iraq nearly two weeks ago. 

His belief that traqis would ac- 
cept only a US leadership role 
was at odds with feelings on the 
streets of Baghdad on Friday 
when Muslims poured on to the 
streets, calling for an Islamic 
state to be established. It was the 
biggest protest since US forces 
ended Saddam's harsh three- 
decade rule on April9.

“Personal hygiene and environmental hy- 
giene are two important objectives,” Dr. Yeoh 
Eng-kiong said. One surprised stall owner 
said she'd seen Yeoh many times on television 
during the SARS crisis but that the mop- 
wielding health chief looked skinny in per- 
son—perhaps from working too hard.

Elsewhere, thousands of volunteers, from 
housewives to government officials, fanned out to 
dean housing, restaurants and shopping malls. 

Hong Kong's image and economy have tak- 


ena bad beating from the SARS outbreak that 
has severely hit business, tourism and the ter- 
ritory's international reputation. 

Air travelers leaving Hong Kong spread the 
disease to three countries that have now suf- 
fered SARS fatalities—Canada, Singapore and 
Vietnam. The World Health Organization has 
‘warmed people against traveling to Hong Kong. 

Yeoh and several doctors who have been 
tackling the outbreak met with reporters ear- 
ly Saturday afternoon and repeated assur- 
ances that 95 percent of SARS patients fully 
recover. Another 41 people have been dis- 
charged from hospitals, officials said later 
Saturday, bringing that total to 363. 

The majority of those who have died—68 
percent—suffered from other chronic illnesses 
such as heart disease or diabetes, said Dr. Yu 
Wai-cho, a hospital consultant, Almost a third 
‘were over 75, Yu said, explaining a breakdown 
of SARS deaths reported through Tuesday. 

Officials were monitoring all buildings 
where SARS cases have been reported to try 
toavoid further big outbreaks, said Health Di- 
rector Dr. Margaret Chan. 

Atleast 326 people were infected in an out- 
break at one apartment complex, the Amoy 
Gardens.

China PM threatens to punish 
officials who hide SARS data 


BELJING—Backing up a stern 
warning by top Communist 
Party leaders, Premier Wen 
Jiabao has demanded timely 
and honest reporting of SARS 
cases in face of allegations 
that China has been hiding 
the real number of infections. 

“Anyone who covers up 
SARS cases or delays the re- 
lease of information will be 
harshly punished,” Wen was 
quoted as saying in Satur- 
day's China Daily, a state-run 
English language newspaper. 

‘Wen spoke while on a SARS 
prevention inspection of Bei- 
jing’s kindergartens and 
schools on Friday. His toùr 
was on the front page of most 
newspapers Saturday, many 
of which carried the same 
photo of the premier smiling 
ata group of children. 
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The warning echoed one 
by President Hu Jintao and 
the party's Standing Commit- 
tee, its ruling inner circle, 
earlier this week which urged 
“immediate action” to control 
the spread of severe acute 
respiratory syndrome and 
cautioned against covering 
up the real number of cases. 

The communist bureaucra- 
cys secrecy and seeming 
avoidance of bad news have 
been blamed for China’s slow 
response to pleas for infor- 
mation and cooperation in 
fighting SARS, 

Earlier this week, World 
Health Organization investiga- 
tors said there were unteport- 
ed cases at hospitals in Beijing 
ran by the secretive military. A 
WHO official also said che cap- 
ital city may have had as many

as 200 probable cases of SARS 
since March—five times the 
official number of 37. 

On Saturday, one more 
death was reported in the 
western province of Sichuan, 
bringing China's total up to 
67 out of almost 1,500 re- 
ported cases. At least 173 
people have died around the 
world, mostly in Asia. 

There is no cure for the 
deadly flu-like disease, which 
is believed to have originated 
in southern China. 

The offidal Xinhua News 
Agency reported Saturday that 
the health ministry had also 
banned medical institutions in 
China from refusing admittance 
to SARS patients and suspected 
cases. The institution and its staff 
will face legal proceedings if 
they do so, Xinhua reported. AP 


Singapore has faced 


SINGAPORE—Singapore’s Prime 
Minister Goh Chok Tong on Sat- 
urday said the outbreak of SARS 
could be “the worst crisis our 


country has faced.” 


Goh also announced 
stricter measures to prevent those 
under home quarantine for severe 
acute respiratory syndrome from 
flouting the orders to stay home, 
including fines and prison terms 
beginning from next week. 

“If we fail to contain SARS in Sin- 
gapore it may well become the worst 
crisis that our country has faced,” 
Goh said at a press conference. 

“We are fighting a common ene- 
my in SARS and this common ene- 
my is invisible so it isa very tough 
fight,” he said. “Invisible like a bio- 
logical terrorist waiting to pounce 
‘on you if you are not careful 

Sixteen people have died of 
SARS in Singapore and there have 
been 172 reported cases of the 
deadly pneumonia-tike illness, 

The outbreak has also dealt a 
heavy blow to the istand nation’s 
economy. Goh estimated the virus 
has cost the city-state 1.5 billion 
Singapore dollars (US$847 mil- 


lion) so far.

Goh said the laws would be 
amended in Parliament next 
week to allow officials to fine or 
imprison those who disobey 
quarantine orders without hav- 
ing to first take them to court.

He said the move was intended 
to “show Singaporeans they must 
take quarantine seriously for 
their own good, for the greater 
good of Singapore.”

Some 12 people have broken 
home quarantine so far in Singa- 
pore, prompting the government 
to use cameras and electronic 
wrist tags to monitor them re- 
motely.

“funeral” procession of the “dead” Jesus, 
which took place for about two hours.

‘The penitent’ ages ranged from 14 
years up to 50 years old. 

Real said he never got infected because 
of his strong faith in God. His open 
‘wounds caused by metal whipping mirac- 
ulously healed upon dipping into the river. 

His 5-year-old and 3-year-old chil- 
dren have been enjoying good health as 
a result of his self-sacrifice, he said.

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4 fires hit Banahaw; 1 dead

LUCENA CITY—Four separate forest fires believed caused by burn- 
ing candles left by some overzealous pilgrims, hit Mt. Banahaw last 
Holy Wednesday, Maundy Thursday and Good Friday, according to 
the municipal environment official of Dolores town. 


Manny Calayag, Dolores municipal 
environment and natural resources of- 
ficer, also said an unidentified male 
devotee suffered a fatal heart stroke 
and died, while an undetermined num- 
ber of pilgrims were injured. 

“Our medical and rescue teams gave 
all the medical attention to the victim. 
Unfortunately, he was pronounced 
dead on arrival at the nearest hospital,” 
Calayag told the Ivoumen. 

He was at Mt. Banahaw with a team 
of local officials and environmentalist 
groups conducting an initial assess- 
ment of the mountain's situation, as

throngs of pilgrims started to descend 
after their Holy Week stay in different 
mountain sites. 

Lawyer Asis Perez, director of Tang- 
gol Kalikasan in Southern Tagalog, who 
was with Calayag during the interview, 
identified the heart attack victim as Ur- 
bano Galero, a barangay captain from 
Perez, Quezon and a Mt. Banahaw 
devotee, But Perez said the death was 
not related to the mountain fires. 

Calayag revealed that based on their 
initial investigation, “overzealous pil- 
grims just left their stil-burning can- 
dles without realizing that the dry sur- 


Toundings posed a serious fire hazard.” 

He declined to give an estimate of the 
total damage, saying they were still 
conducting investigation. 

Mt. Banahaw, which occupies part of 
Quezon and Laguna provinces, is con- 
sidered a sacred mountain by thousands 
of devotees, especially during Lent. 

Calayag identified the burnt sites as 
portions of the “Kapatagan” and 
“Unang Dungaw” atop the mountain, 
and pilgrims’ spots in Barangays Sta. 
Lucia and Kinabuhayan. 

Ithas been the practice of devotees to 
light up candles in various spots in the 
area. 

Calayag said some mountain visi- 
tors suffered slight injuries during the 
commotion at the height of the blazes 
but were immediately attended by 
several government and volunteer 
medical teams. 

On Wednesday, two Air Force pilots 


were also slightly injured when their 
Bell 205 rescue helicopter crashed 
while helping quell another forest fire 
inthe area. 

‘The chopper reportedly encountered 
strong winds as it approached the burn- 
ing area, causing a power failure, ac- 
cording to reports. 

Calayag said more could have been 
wounded if not for the decisive action 
and efforts to contro! the blazes by sev- 
eral mountain fire brigades mostly 
composed of different volunteer moun- 
taineers’ groups. 

He said the number of this year’s pil- 
grims exceeded their expectations. 

“A serious overcrowding could have 
taken place if the local government 
did not close for two days the tradi- 
tional mountain trail at the height of 
typhoon Amang’s warning,” he said, 
adding that the routes are now open 
for mountaineers. 


Isolation ordered for those in contact with patient 


DAGUPAN CITY—Despite autopsy find- 
ings that a woman from Pangasinan 
had died of bacterial pneumonia and 
not of Severe Acute Respiratory Syn- 
drome (SARS) at the San Lazaro Hospi- 
tal, health officials in Pangasinan have 
ordered the isolation of the people, in- 
cluding seven children, who got in con- 
tact with the patient. 

Nemesia Mejia, provincial health of- 
ficer, said three of the children were left 
in the ‘house when their parents took 
the 46-year-old patient, a nursing at- 
tendant who just arrived from Ganada, 
toa hospital in Villasis town and later to 
San Lazaro. 

But Mejia declined to identify the pa- 
tient, saying she came from a central 
Pangasinan town. The patient stayed in 
the house, which is owned by her broth- 


er, after she arrived from Canada. 

“The three children—aged 9, 11 and 
16—are talking with their ‘parents 
through mobile phones, and they were 
instructed to stay inside their house,” 
‘Mejia said. 

‘The provincial health office also gave 
the children masks and chlorine solu- 
tion that they would use to disinfect 
their house. 

“We were ready to take the children 
to the hospital when we learned that 
one of them had slight fever. But after 
‘we checked them all up, they had nor- 
mal temperature,” Mejia said. 

She said two other houses, which the 
patient visited before she fell il, have 
also been isolated. The houses are those 
ofthe patient's brother and his wife and 
their four children aged 3, 4, 7 and 11; 


and of the patient's parents. 

‘The patient’s body was expected to 
be taken to her hometown on April 16 
inasealed coffin. 

Epidemiologist Revelyn Cayabyab of 
the regional health office said while the 
‘woman did not die of SARS, health au- 
thorities “are taking all the necessary 
precautions to prevent the spread of the 
deadly disease in the community.” 

On Monday night, Mejia and 
Cayabyab conducted a community as- 
sembly at the patient's hometown to in- 
form residents on what to do when there 
isa suspected SARS case in their area, 

“We tried to allay the fears of the resi- 
dents who are getting worried because 
ofthe reports,” Mejia said. 

Mejia has formed three crisis man- 
agement teams for eastern, central and 


‘western Pangasinan, Each team ishead- 
ed bya doctor. 

“They are coordinating with barangay 
health workers (BHWs) in each town. 
‘The BHWs have been advised to monitor 
all balikbayan in their villages and to im- 
mediately report to the team or the rural 
health units if a balikbayan has a fever. 
But if the balikbayan does not develop 
fever during the first 14 days of his or 
her arrival in the country, then it means 
he or she is free of the virus," Mejia said. 

But ifa balikbayan runs a high fever, 
the team will be sent to his or her house 
and conduct tests. If the patient has 
coughs, then he or she will be immedi- 
ately taken to the Ilocos Regional Train- 
ing and Medical Center in San Fernan- 
do City.

LUCENA CITY—There were no more wails 
of anguish from survivors and orphans of 
the victims of the MV Maria Carmela sea 
tragedy on April 11 as they commemorat- 
ed the loss of their loved ones a year ago. 

Only collective impish cry for justice re- 
verberated through the calm blue waters. 

Their ‘lonesome streamer reads: 
“Katarungan Bisan Kindat Lang.” Or in 
the more candid translation of advo- 
cates, it simply means, “Kahit konting 
pagtingin para sa katarungan (Even just 
ashort glimpse of justice).” 

“That's what we need from the man- 
agement of Montenegro Shipping Lines 
Inc, a little concern is all we ask,” 
lamented Rhodora Rey, one of the sur- 
vivors and president of the MV Carmela 
Movement Inc. (MCMD), an organization 
of the survivors, relatives and friends of 
victims of the tragedy. 

The Maria Carmela caught fire in the 
morning of April 11, 2002, while sail- 
ing off Pagbilao, Quezon, some 15 km 
from the Dalahican port in Lucena. At 
least 42 passengers from Masbate died 
and an undetermined number has re- 


mained missing up to this day. 

‘After a Mass held at the port, a small 
group on an outrigger banca sailed to- 
ward the site of the accident and offered 
prayers. Flowers and candles were 
placed on several Styrofor boards that 
slowly drifted with the gentle waves. 

“We love you all. We will never stop till 
you get the justice you all deserve,” mur- 
mured one of the members of the delega- 
tion. 

Rey said the management of Montene- 
gro had yet to face them to answer queries 
Taised by the victims families and survivors. 
Only company representatives “full of alibis 
and excuses” had met them, she said. 

After a year, most of the insurance 
claims of the victims’ relatives have yet to 
be processed, she said. 

‘Alan Antonio, who lost two family 
members in the blaze and vice president 
of the group, said “Montenegro should at 
least give us some courtesy of concern.” 
Only four or five claimants had collected 
insurance claims, he said. 

‘Choy Gutierrez, a Montenegro official, 
explained that the insurance claims could 
not be processed because of lack of docu- 
ments. “As far as the company obligation is 
concerned, we've been fully consistent (in 


the) fulfillment (of) our commitment. We 
even coordinated our effort with the 
provincial governor of Masbate.” 

Rey said she had already coordinated 
with the National Insurance Commission 
and the Maritime Industry Authority in se- 
curing the claims. She said she had been 
assured that all claims would be settled 
upon completion of the legal requirements, 
and “provided that the victims were in- 
cluded in the passenger manifest.” 

Members of the group have described 
that provision as a contentious issue be- 
tween them and the Montenegro man- 
agement. When the accident occurred, 
the ship had 324 passengers, 81 of whom 
were notin the manifest, mostly children. 

“However, there are claimants who 
vowed to still press charges against those 
responsible for the tragedy (because) no 
amount of money can compensate for the 
loss of their loved ones," Rey said. 

‘The MCMI members made it clear that 
their campaign was not just about finan- 
cial compensation. 

“We are also bent on improving the sea 
transportation system in the country. In Mas- 
bate shipping, there are significant changes 
now [with regard to] the overcrowding of 
passengers,” Rey said. Child passengers are 


nowalso listed in the manifest as paying pas- 
sengets, which she considered a substantial 
improvement in the system. 

But she pointed out that there were 
more rooms for improvement in the 
compliance of shipping companies with 
maritime laws and regulations. 

“The system needs drastic changes to 
get rid of the breeding ground of corrup- 
tion along its corridor, nooks and cran- 
nies,” Rey said as she noted the prevalent 
“fake licenses” among the ship's crews, 

Rey said two weeks ago, Lucena Judge 
Abelio Martin had already issued war- 
rants for the arrest of Godofredo Eran- 
dio, Pablito Masangkay, Rodel Azuero, 
Blas Sevilla, Ricardo Moreno, Mario Isla 
and Jose Maria Reyes, staff and crewmen 
of the ill-fated ship, on charges of reck- 
Jess imprudence resulting in multiple 
homicide, multiple serious injuries and 
damage to property. 

She said the Coast Guard officers in 
Masbate and Lucena, and even the Mon- 
tenegro officials and its general manager. 
were likewise held liable for the accident. 

‘The company permit to ply the Luce- 
na-Masbate route has been suspended 
since November. Viva Shipping Lines 
now serve the Masbatefios.

G EARED up with guts and two manuscripts, she rushed to 


tablished children writers’ guild with the thought that 


they could be of help to her. 

All she wanted was to look for a pub- 
lisher for her first two books, but what 
she got was being called “pipitsugin” 
(mediocre). 

She may be a neophyte in writing but 
she is not the middle-of-the-road kind 
that many in Manila had thought of her 
the first time they met her, Mary Anne 
Ordinario-Floresta said. She thought of 
herself as a newcomer in writing books, 
but definitely not a mediocre one. After 
all, she has a colorful and impressive 
track record to boot. 

Floresta, a frustrated nun, worked asa 
news writer and head of a research team 
for a radio station of the Notre Dame 
Broadcasting Corp. in Kidapawan City 
for four years. After getting married, she 
gave up her media career to put up a pre- 
school. 

‘The 39-year-old mother is a Mass 
‘Communications graduate of the Philip- 
pine Women’s University in Manila and 
had her training on Early Childhood De- 
velopment in the University of the Philip- 
pines. 

The unexpected hostile reception she 
got from the writers’ guild that she 
thought could help her failed to shatter 
any of her dreams. 

“ac that time, 1 had the feeling that I 
was begging just for them to enlist me as 
a member . . . they were not really giving 
me the attention then. So I told myself 
that maybe it would be better if I pub- 
lished my own books instead,” Floresta 
said. 


Preschool kids 

In 2000, Floresta stated writing books 
in the hope that she could offer original 
stories to her pre-school pupils who kept 
on complaining about the usual Beauty 
and the Beast, Cinderella and other fairy 
tales. 

“The children became tired of the 
same old fairy tales. I could hear the chil- 
dren complaining, ‘Can't we have anoth- 
er book?” Then the idea came to me. How 


about writing stories about Mindanao 
and its rich culture?” she said, 

As a starter, Floresta wrote about the 
story of rubber trees and titled the book 
“The Crying Trees.” It was followed by 
“The Smelly Fruit,” a story about Duri- 
an. 

But Floresta’s problem did not end 
with having not joined a literary organi- 
zation and not finding a publisher. She 
also had difficulty choosing illustrators 
from a list given by a new-found friend, 
Neni Sta. Romana, who also writes chil- 
dren's books. 

Out of the many visual artists of the 
llustrador ng Kabataan (Ink), only Yas- 
min Ong responded to her. Ong did the 
illustration for "The Crying Trees.” 

“Tt was really difficult for me because, 
of course, a known artist would rather 
work with well-known artists, too," Flo- 
Testa said. 


Book fair 

A few weeks later, while searching the 
Internet for a conference on early child- 
hood education, Floresta read about a 
book fair that was scheduled to be held 
in Singapore. 

“The announcement said they would 
accept books from anywhere. So I said, 
maybe Ishould give ita try because I was 
quite sure that not one from Mindanao 
would ever submit [their works] there,” 
she'said 

The Book Exporters Association of the 


` Philippines (BEAP), which is based in 


Manila, was tasked with screening par- 
ticipating books from the Philippines. At 
that time, Floresta had no ready books 
yet as Ong was still working on the “Cry- 
ing Trees” illustration. 

Fortunately, the BEAP accepted Flo- 
resta's manuscripts as entry to an exhib- 
it. “That was because they (BEAP peo- 
ple) liked the stories,” she said. 

Floresta said she was expecting her 
Singapore trip to change her world as a 
writer. The same-people who called her

pipitsugin had a change of heart and cit- 
ed her for “the miraculous story of the 
year.” 

Even Floresta herself could not be- 
lieve her luck. She never expected that 
despite being swept by insecurity as 
renowned writers surrounded her, she 
was able to pull off a miracle. Her books 
were picked by almost all of those that 
attended the fair, including writers from 
Japan, Australia, Singapore, Thailand 
and other Asian countries. And almost 
all of them wanted to buy not just copies 
but the rights to publish the “Crying 
Trees” and “Smelly Fruit.” 

Since that event, she said, she has 
been receiving invitations for local and 
foreign book fairs. It also became easier 
for her to look for named illustrators for 
her books. 

Floresta said she never tried again to 
join the group that had dumped her. She 
instead chose to become a member of the 
BEAR 

As she is involved in early childhood 
development, Floresta is a member of 
the National Association for the Educa- 
tion of Young Children based in Wash- 
ington, D.C., the International Read- 
ing Association in Delaware, and the 
Director's Association for Early Child-

9 books 

Today, the “Crying Trees” and the 
“smelly Fruit” are being distributed not 
only in the country and other Asian 
countries but also in the US. So far, Flo- 
resta has written nine books, two of 
which she considers very special—“War 
Makes me Sad” and “My Muslim Friend.” 
She wrote the first title after war broke 
‘out between government troops and Mo- 
ro rebels in Pikit, North Cotabato, in 
2000. 

“Lasked myself, ‘What could be the ef- 
fect of war to the children? What could a 
Muslim child be thinking about the 
war?” she said 

In the book, Floresta said, some peo- 
ple believed that war would settle the 
conflict between Christians and Muslims 
in Mindanao. 

"So everybody declares an all-out 
war. But have we ever thought how the 
war affects our children? Have we ever 
tried to stop and listen to their silent 
pleas? Does the rest of the world know 
what these children are going through? 
What about the tragic memories war in- 
stilled in their hearts and minds?” she 
said. 

In coming out with the book, Floresta 
said she had to go to an undisclosed vil- 
lage in Pikit for her interviews. She 
brought along her three children who 
distributed food to the villagers. 

“My kids and I personally saw the situ- 
ation after the war. Everything was ugly. 
Then I realized that we are all losers in 
war. Nobody wins.” she said. “I brought 
my kids because | want them to see the 
other side of life. That life is not always 
beautiful and easy” 


Pikit war 

“War Makes Me Sad” tells about the 
story of an “innocent child” whose fami- 
ly was caught in the crossfire between 
the Moro rebels and government sol- 
diers. The child's ordeal was real. Her 
story was what happened recently in 
Pikit 

The child narrates: “We run and [don't 
know where we are going. We ride in a 
cart pulled by a carabao. Sometimes in a 
tricycle, jeep or Ford Fiera. Or just hop in 
any vehicle that passes by so we can be 
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far away from the explosions. I hear the 
people say, ‘There is war.” 

“What is this war? Whatever it is, it 
makes me sad. I know it will take a long 
time before 1 can play again. We will 
leave our small hut, my kite, ball and 
books. 1 wonder will J still see my doll 
wes 1 come back?,” the child narrat- 
e 

As the story's character said, people in 
the evacuation centers could barely eat 
their meals and change their clothes be- 
cause they had lost most of their belong- 
ings. 

“We can't even take a bath because 
there is no water. Maybe that is the rea- 
son most of us get sick. I even saw a 
mother. She gave birth, but her baby did 
not move. They said there was no doctor 
totake care of her,” the child said. 

“This book will help (readers) realize 
that resolving the conflict through vio- 
lence does not benefit anybody. They 
will be able to understand how people 
suffer the consequence of using 
weapons to settle differences. They will 
learn that in war, nobody wins,” Flores- 
tasaid. 

What happened in Pikit in 2000 hap- 
pened again recently, and Floresta said 
this showed that the government did not 
have the heart for the people. “The gov- 
ernment should have empathy for oth- 
ers. Leaders should have the heart for 
them to see what life is during and after 
the war” 

“War Makes Me Sad,” along with 
others books written by Floresta, is 
now being used by the Department of 
Social Welfare and Development and 
the private Balik-Kalipay in their pro- 
grams. 

Just recently, “War Makes Me Sad” 
was featured by the Museo Pambata 
Foundation in an exhibit about the 
conditions of Filipino children. The 
story and the illustration of the book 
made people in the foundation realize 
the hardships experienced by children 
in the war-stricken areas in Min- 
danao, 

“We are also sure that the illustration 
will be give other children an idea of 
how sad a child can really be when 
trapped in a place where there is war,” 
the foundation said in its note to Flo- 
resta.

Wahid Koubaisy, 57, who belongs to one of 
the most wealthy and influential families in 
Iraq, was just 24 years old when he bade 
goodbye to his native country in 1969 to ex- 
pand his clan's textile manufacturing business 
in Europe. The clan, one of the textile giants 
in Baghdad, has more than 50,000 members 
in Iraq—quite a large number for a country 
with a total population of 23.6 million. 

Wahid left behind his Iraqi wife and two 
children—a boy and a girl. He has not re- 
turned since then as he has spent most of his 
time hopping from one country to another in 
an effort to diversify the family business. 

In 1976, he went to Belgium where he met 
his second and third wives. They are now the 
ones managing his textile and entertainment 
businesses there 

Wahid acquired Belgian citizenship in 
1985. Now 57 and a successful trader, Wahid 
also loves to travel. In fact, he said, he had 
traveled to more than 80 countries before 
coming to the Philippines more than a year 
ago and putting up the Mamagaya, a music 
lounge on Santiago Boulevard in General 
‘Santos City and a piano bar at the Lola Sisay 
Seafoods House on J. Catolico Avenue. 

Shortly before deciding to invest here, 
Wahid stayed in Cagayan De Oro City where 
he claimed he lost a big fortune for trusting a 
Filipino business partner too much. He said 
his partner squandered his P11-million ac- 
count while he was on a six-month furlough 
in Belgium. 


Persecuted 

Wahid claimed that three of his uncles, 
who were then serving as senior ministers of 
Iraq, were hanged by Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein in a 1979 purge, along with hun- 
dreds of top ranking Ba'ath Party members 
and Army officers, on mere suspicion of dis- 
loyalty. 

Since then, Saddam has seen to it that nota 
single member of the Koubaisy clan is recruit- 
ed in the Iraqi army. 

‘Among the clan members who were al- 
leged victims of Saddam's despotic regime 
was former Vice President and Prime Minister 
Areef Abdulrazak, a first cousin of Wahid's 
mother. His uncle, Wahid said, was now living

Wahid hopes that the United States-led war 
on Iraq would be over so he can return there 
soon 
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Mixed feelings 

“I am happy and at the same time sad,” 
Wahid said between puffs of tobacco from his 
pipe when asked how he felt about the war 
He said he was happy to see Saddam being 
booted out of power, bur his heart bled seeing 
his countrymen being caught in the crossfire. 

Many Iraqis, he said, were discontented 
with the present regime and were just afraid 
tospeak out. 

“Tm a Belgian and I'm proud to be a Bel- 
gian. But I'm also an Iraqi and I'l always be 
proud to be an Iraqi,” he said. 

Wahid said he was not convinced that the 
motive of the coalition forces in invading Iraq 
was eliminating Saddam's weapons of mass 
destruction. "North Korea and several other 
countries have weapons of mass destruction. 
Why is the US not invading them?” 

Iraq, he said, has the biggest oil deposit in 
the world. And the very motive of the US is to 
gain access to if not control of Iraq's oil re- 
sources, “If Saddam has weapons of mass de- 
struction, he could have used it when he lost 
half of Iraq to the coalition forces.” 

Wahid said those who knew the back- 
ground of Saddam would not believe that the 
despot would just watch his enemies march 
through Baghdad without using the most de- 
structive weapon in his arsenal. “If their 
(coalition forces) intention is to liberate the 
Iraqi people, at what price?” he asked. 


Notinvestor-friendly 

‘The businessman said that if only Iraq wa: 
free, no Iraqi could be seen in any part of the 
world. “Iraq isa very rich country,” he added. 

Wahid noted that in the Philippines, busi 
ness was good, “but the only thing that drive: 
foreign investors away is corruption and toc 
much red tape.” 
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Foresters to be ‘embedded’ 
with US troops in war games 


CLARK SPECIAL ECONOMIC ZONE— 
Foresters of the Department of Environment 
and Natural Resources will be “embedded” 
with some 2,000 soldiers from the United 
States who were supposed to arrive on Thurs- 
day for the Luzon-leg of Balikatan-03, the 
Presidential Commission on the Visiting Forces 
Agreement (VFACom) told the INQUIRER. 

Undersecretary Amado Valdez, VFACom 
executive director, said the foresters would 
join the US troops when they begin the large- 
scale war exercises in the Manangilao Pro- 
tected Area of the Sierra Mountain range in 
Nueva Ecija, 

‘The DENR would use the occasion to in- 
spect the forest reservation, take aerial pho- 
tos and give the American and Philippine 


troops lectures on endangered wildlife, 
Valdez said. The training would be mainly 
comprised of jungle survival, he said. 

According to Valdez, the DENR was charg- 
ing the Balikatan program some fees for the 
use of the protected area, 

Despite the continuing US-led war on Iraq, 
‘American troops from an air force base in Oki- 
nawa, Japan, were scheduled to arrive on 
‘Thursday via the Subic Bay Freeport Zone. 

They would join at least 2,000 Filipino sol- 
diers from the Philippine Air Force and Army 
for the two-week exercises from April 25 to 
May 6. 

în Subic, Valdez said the American contin- 
gent would also have to go through quaran- 
tine as a protection against the spread of Se- 


vere Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS) in 
the country. 

Balikatan 03, according to Valdez, isa “reg- 
ular” large-scale war game that resumed in the 
Philippines in 1999 after the Senate approved 
the Visiting Forces Agreement that year. 

He said Balikatan 03-1 would be held in 
‘Western Mindanao including Sulu. 

The Mindanao-leg of this war game had 
been criticized after a Pentagon source di 
closed that US soldiers would do combat mi 
sions in that part of the country. 

‘Valdez said the venues of Balikatan-03 are 
the former American bases of Clark and Subic, 
the Army base in Fort Magsaysay in Nueva Bi 
ja, and the Navy base in Ternate, Cavite.

BFAR warns against eating shellfish from Bolinao 


DAGUPAN CITY—Officials of the Bureau of 
Fisheries and Aquatic Resources have advised 
the public to refrain from eating shellfish 
from the coastal waters of Bolinao, Pangasi- 
nan, after a test showed that the green mus- 
sels (tahong) from the town were positive of 
the red tide toxin. 

The advisory, issued on April 15, and 
signed by BFAR Director Malcolm Sarmiento, 
said the latest results of BFAR’s monitoring 
showed that the paralytic shellfish poisoning 
(PSP) toxin levels in the shellfish ranged from 
60.56 micrograms (ug) per 100 grams to 
554.40 ug per 100 grams. 

BFAR advised the public to refrain from 
eating tahong until the toxicity level has gone 
down to below the regulatory level of 40 ug 
per 100 grams of shellfish meat. 

However, BFAR said fish harvested from 
the same area are safe for human consump- 
tion provided they are fresh and their gills, i 
testines and other internal organs are re- 
moved and the fish washed thoroughly before 
cooking, 

“Only the green mussels are contaminated 
with PSB” BFAR said. 

Bolinao Mayor Jesus Celeste said he has in- 
formed the residents about the alert and is 
closely monitoring the town's markerplaces to 
stop vendors from selling tahong. 

He said he was also verifying reports that 
fishponds in nearby Alaminos City and Bani 
town have released polluted waters into the 
sea, causing the red tide in Bolinao. 

“There are very few fish cages in the area 
where che samples were taken and the water 
there is clear. It could be the water released 
from the fishponds that caused the red tide,” 
he said, Yolanda Sotelo-Fuertes, PDI North-

‘The Manila Bulletin ranked second last 
year with 28 percent, while The Philippine 
Star came in third with 19 percent. (The total 
percentages exceeded 100, indicating that 
some of the respondents had read at least one 
newspaper.) 

Forty-nine percent of the broadsheet 
readers mentioned the INQUIRER when 
asked what newspaper they had read in 
the past seven days. The Manila Bulletin 
got 33 percent, and the Philippine Star, 18 
percent. 

‘The ARO, a marketing and opinion re- 
search agency in the Philippines, is a member 
of the Gallup International Association. Its 
media survey is an annual syndicated poll 
conducted in the second quarter of each year 
since 1994, 

While the data for 2002 were gathered in 
April 2002, the ARO only released the results 
recently. 

For the 2002 survey, the ARO conducted 
face-to-face interviews of 2,000 respondents 
nationwide using systematic sampling. The 
survey had a margin of error of plus or minus 
2.19 percentage points. 


Top pick in Metro 

‘The ARO said the Inquirer was also the top 
pick in Metro Manila, with 43 percent of re- 
spondents saying they read the newspaper 
yesterday or today, and 51 percent had read it 
in the past week. 

“In Metro Manila, we are strengthening 
our position, Our rating means that the clas- 
sified ads (market) is beginning to shift from 
Manila Bulletin to us,” said David O. Valdes, 
Iwguiner senior vice president for corporate 
services. 

Valdes attributed the Inquirer's market 
leadership to innovation and improvements 
ineditorial content. 

“The negative partis that the whole (news- 
paper) industry is not improving but the good 
thing is that the Ingumer has improved (its 


readership)," Valdes said. 

The Ingumer is the favored newspaper 
across economic classes and age groups. It is 
strongly preferred by the AB socioeconomic 
class and by both men and women. 

Fifty-six percent of the male broadsheet 
readers said they read the Inquier either yes- 
terday or today, and 51 percent said they had 
read itin the past seven days. 

‘A similar trend was observed for female 
broadsheet readers, 52 percent of whom said 
they read the IvguiRen either yesterday or to- 
day and 44 percent said they had read itin the 
past seven days. 

The Manila Bulletin, which came in sec- 
ond, was read by 29 percent of the male and 
28 percent of the female broadsheet readers 
either yesterday or today. A total of 34 percent 
of the male and 32 percent of the female re- 
spondents had read the Manila Bulletin in the 
past seven days. 

The male-female readership rating for 
the Philippine Star was 21 percent and 16 
percent for yesterday or today and 19 per- 
cent, and 17 percent for the past seven 
days. 

Of the socioeconomic classes, the AB 
heavily favored the Inquinen over other 
papers. Sixty-three percent of this group 
said they read the Inquiner yesterday or 
today and 67 percent read it in the past 
seven days. The Inquiner’s close competi- 
tors got 24 percent and 39 percent, re- 
spectively. 

The ARO data showed the Inquire had 
been steadily strengthening its leadership 
in readership since 2000. Though the inci- 
dence of newspaper readership was not 
encouraging, the ARO surveys showed 
that the Inquirer incidence of readers! 
was 4 percent in 2000, 3 percent in 2001 
and 2 percent in 2002. 

The incidence of readership for the Manila 
Bulletin was 2 percent in 2000, 3 percent in 
2001 and 1 percent in 2002. It was a flat 1 
percent for the Philippine Star for the past 
three years.

For the past several months, Ms 
Macapagal had made known that 
she shares Agriculture Secretary 
Luis Lorenzo's enthusiasm over the 
potential of tilapia culture as an 
agricultural business.

She said that when she assumed 
office in January 2001, galunggong 
was sold at P80 per kilo. But recent- 
ly, she said, she was able to buy the 
fish at P60 froma market. 

The next day, several homemak- 
ers called up radio stations, point- 
ing out that the galunggong being 
sold at P60 a kilo was already stale 
and that the price of good galung-

gong was P80 a kilo. 

Taking journalists in tow, the 
President herself went to the mar- 
ket to buy galunggong at P60 a kilo. 

It was, however, then President 
‘Aquino who had etched galunggong 
in the national consciousness as the 
poor man’s fare. During her civil 
disobedience campaign against the 
Marcos regime, Ms Aquino showed 
how the people were suffering by 
pointing out how much the price of 
galunggong had skyrocketed over 
the years.

around P400,000—an amount 
the two kids’ parents, who are 
middle-income earners, cannot 
raise. Their only hope is the GOL. 

In a phone interview, Gio's fa- 
ther Jake narrated to the INQUIRER 
their ordeal at the US Embassy on 
March 20. After receiving the visa 
letter in February from the GOL, 
De Luna and his wife immediate- 
ly scheduled an interview with 
the embassy. 

The day came and the consul 
advised Gio's mother Loretta that 
their visa applications were tem- 
porarily denied because of their 
supposedly “dubious” bank ac- 
count, Surprised, Loretta said it 
was an emergency case but her 
plea fell on deaf ears. 

Montojo immediately in- 
formed Andrew Topp, chair of 
GOL District 7490 Foundation. 
Topp got in touch with the US 
Embassy here, In earlier news re- 
ports in the Inguien, the chief of 
the non-immigrant visa section of 
the US Embassy in Manila, Stuart 
Patt, had assured Topp that the 
embassy would help the GOL 
with visa applications of other 
Filipino program beneficiaries in 
the future. 

Since January 1999 when the 
GOL District 7250 in New York 
extended its service to the Philip- 
pines, more than 50 heart babies 
have been sent to the US and 
Canada for free heart surgery. 

Other GOL Rotary Districts 
such as the one in New Jersey 
have also sent Filipino kids 
abroad for corrective heart 
surgery. 

Montojo had been helping 
“heart babies” having herself 
gone through the same predica- 
ment. Her daughter Dajed Mon- 
tojo was the first Filipino benefi- 
ciary of the GOLs program, 

Montojo stumbled upon 
BOES.org (action@boes.org), a 
Sweden-based Interner lifeline 
founded by Bo Eric Sandberg. It 
helps parents find sponsors for 
their children’s heart surgery. 

After Topp’s call to the em- 
bassy, De Luna soon received a 
notice for another interview, De 
Luna quoted the embassy as say- 
ing, “We are reconsidering your 
visa application.” 


Shattered 

On March 26, at 8 a.m., Gio 
‘and his parents found themselves 
in the same room where they had 
once been denied, This time they 
hoped to get a favorable re- 
sponse. The same consul turned 
down thelr visa applications for 
the same reason: according to the 


consul their bank statement 
showed that they could not pay 
for two round-trip tickets. The De 
Lunas were shattered. 

De Luna said his family had al- 
ready applied for the Northwest 
Airlines Give Care program 
which also financed the airfare of 
past GOL recipients from the 
Philippines. But they have to wait 
a little longer. “We may not be 
able to afford the surgery but we 
are trying very hard to find ways 
to pay for the plane tickets,” De 
‘Luna said. 

The De Lunas have compared 
the plane fare of other airlines, 
and they are sure their money in 
the bank can pay for the tickets. 

‘The American consul informed 
the De Lunas that instead of 
$1,500, they should have at least 
$3,000 to afford a round-trip tick- 
et, according to Gio's father, who 
works in a consulting firm. 

The consul handed the De Lu- 
nas a pink slip which said: “You 
have been found ineligible . . . 
You may possibly ask for another 
interview.” 

“Irs my son's life," De Luna 
said, “And we don't have the luxu- 
ryoftime.” 

Gio's mother was also to hand 
cary medical documents of two 
other Filipino children whose 
parents were hoping would beac- 
cepted into the GOs program. If 
they can get there on time, two 
more lives might also be saved. 


DNA test required 

Rizzie’s case is also a heart 
breaker. 

Her mother, Carolina Vitug, 
came all the way from Olongapo, 
leaving at 4 a.m. to meet the 8 
a.m, interview at the US Embassy 
on March 27. 

Rizzie is the youngest of the 
three children of Vitug, whose 
husband works as a security 
guard in a hotel in Subic. Vitug’s 
legs wobbled in disappointment 
when the consul handed over a 
checklist of the requirements 
needed for her and Rizzie to get 
US visas. 

One of them was a DNA test 
which the consul noted in the pa- 
per: "To prove the child is hers.” 
DNA testing costs around 
P300,000, almost the equivalent 
of the cost of heart surgery in the 
country, 

Vitug was extremely upset 
while relating her ordeal on the 
phone. “It puzzled us, though, 
that it's the same case, but they're 
asking for different require- 
ments,” Montojo noted,

asked, “What is the Gift of Life?”

NEW YORK--In order for the Los Ange- 
les Lakers to reach the NBA Finals and 
go for a fourth straight title, they 
might need to do something they 
didn’t have to do in 2000, 2001 and 
2002 — begin each Western Confer- 
ence series on the road. 

Shaquille O'Neal, Kobe Bryant, coach Phil 
Jackson and their supporting cast begin their 
‘quest for championship No. 4 Sunday after- 
noon in Minneapolis, the city the Lakers 
called home until 1960. 

Actually, is a quest for title No. 10 for 
Jackson, who is seeking to become the only 
coach besides Red Auerbach to lead his team 
to that many championships. 

“Minnesota is our first test,” O'Neal said. 
“Mr. (Kevin) Garnett has something to prove, 
and we have something to prove. It should be 
a good series,” 

‘Yes, these Lakers are one of the great teams 
in NBA history. But are they among the great- 
est of the great? Four straight titles would put 
them in that realm; three in a row comes up a 
little lacking. 

As for Garnett, he's still seeking to prove 
the theory that a team with the league's most 
expensive young player can actually make it 
to the second round of the postseason. 

‘There was plenty of uncertainty early 
Wednesday evening, when no one except 
Sacramento and Utah knew who their first- 
round opponent would be.

‘And until the Lakers lose — if they lose — 
the focus will be on them. 

Tt will even be that way for the Western 
Conference teams that aren't playing Los An- 
geles — many of which have endured their 
share of mental distress at the hands of the 
‘Lakers over the past few seasons. 

‘Take the Sacramento Kings. 

‘The Lakers’ biggest rivals took the eventual 
NBA champions to overtime in Game 7 of the 
Western Conference finals a year ago. The 
Kings still feel as though they were cheated in 
Game 6, when the Lakers went to the fou! line 
27 times in the fourth quarter alone. 

The playoffs begin Saturday (Sunday in 
Manila) when Milwaukee plays at New Jersey, 
to be followed that day by four more Game 1: 
Boston at Indiana, Phoenix at San Antonio, 
Portland at Dallas, and Utah at Sacramento. 

Sunday's games, aside from Los Angeles- 
Minnesota, are Orlando at Detroit, and New

And 


with the 2004 national elections just a year IDBI 


away, expect a spathe of film-bios soon. 

Now comes “Chavit: Bloodson of Ilocos,” 
the story of former Ilocos Sur governor Chav- 
it Singson, to be produced by Golden Lion 
Films and directed by Carlo J. Caparas. 

However, even if Chavit has been asked to 
run for senator or even for president in 2004, 
he is not biting. Or, he has not. He chooses to 
remain silent and uncommitted. 

‘Move over, Sen. Ramon Revilla. Chavit al- 
so has an amulet, which he says made him 
survive the six ambush attempts on his life. 

“You survive one slay try in your life and 
you're darn lucky,” Caparas says. “Twice and 
You're extra lucky. But to survive more am- 
buscades, you're an exception to the rule of 
survival. 

“In those ambush attempts, hundreds of 
bullets were spent, shrapnel from grenades 
killed 11 people and wounded nearly 500 
others. Chavit escaped with only a bruise in 
the elbow. Using his friend's .45 caliber, he 
managed to eliminate some of his killers, 
which only movie action heroes have been 
known to do. That was what attracted us to 
Chavit’s story.” 

Some people, especially his townmates in 
Ilocos Sur, surmised that Chavit survived 
those attempts on his life because of his 
amulet or anting-anting. But Chavit never 
said a word about any amulet. 

“Pure luck, or maybe I just reacted accord- 
ingly.” he says. “You cannot avoid a bullet 
meant for you. 1 was really just lucky it didn’t 
hit me.” 

Chavits life is also checkered not only by 
those bloody attempts but also by his encoun- 
ters with other powerful men in Ilocos. He 
first got enmeshed in locos Sur politics in the 
Jate 1960s. The episode involving political 
kingpin Floro Crisologo left a bloody trail 
and gruesome tales in the memory of the peo- 
ple of Ilocos Sur. 

Floro ruled Tocos Sur as governor for 25 
years. His son is Vincent “Bingbong’” Crisolo- 
go, who was jailed for setting on fire the vil- 
Jages Ora Este, Weste and Centro in Bantay 
town. In prison, Bingbong became a born: 
again Christian minister 

Fioro won as Ilocos Sur governor against 
Chavit in 1967 but was assassinated in the St. 
Paul Metropolitan Cathedral in Vigan. 

Chavit was elected governor in 1971 and 
has not lost an election since. For more than 
two decades, he was either governor or con- 
gressman of the first district of Ilocos Sur. The 
Singson clan has ruled ocos Sur since 1931 

To restore peace and order in Ilocos Sur, 
Chavit interceded for the release of Bingbong 
in 1980, upon the prodding of former Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos and First Lady Imel- 
daMarcos. 

In 2001, Chavit was instrumental in the 
ouster of former President Joseph Estrada. 
Chavit's “Juetengate” confessions led to an- 
other people power revolt that was Edsa Dos. 

Says Caparas: “The amulet, if he has it, can 
protect Chavit from blades and bullets, but it 
cannot shield him from the threat of the most 
lethal attack ever known to man: intrigue.” 

So what's next for Chavit? 

“Lam contented just to be a spectator look- 
ing from the outside,” he maintains. 

‘Caparas got interested on the life of Chavit 
Singson as early as 1985, but no deal was made 
for the director to get the film rights. Recently, Ca- 
paras signified his intention again to do Chavit's 
life story and with the help of former actress Daisy 
Romualdez, the project materialized.

Self-help movie on girl power

CINDERELLA has had many avatars, and this 
time she figuratively inhabits the body of a 
17-year-old American, Daphne Reynolds 
(Amanda Bynes). She’s looking not for her 
prince but for an En- 
glish father she never 
REVIEW knew. And yes, a 
young, noble prince 

also gets involved in her quest. 

Daphne’s musician mother Libby (Kelly 
Preston) raised her alone in New York after an 
ill-fated whirlwind romance with blue-blood- 
ed Brit Henry Dashwood (Colin Firth) many 
years ago. Diligent young Daphne works as a 
reception waitress, accompanying her wed- 
ding singer mother as often as she possibly 
can, just one of the signs of their mature, 
squabble-free bond. 

‘But every time she watches the reception’s 
father-daughter dance, she feels incomplete, 
‘yearning for the mystery man who never came 
to any of her birthdays no matter how hard she 
wished before blowing the candles of her cake. 
She sets out alone for England to look for him, a 
man who doesn’t even know she exists. 


Cookie cutter 

‘Armed with an old picture of Henry and her 
birth certificate, Daphne breaks into his 
rather poorly guarded mansion, and reveals 
her identity as well as those of her parents. 
This discovery understandably comes as a 
shock to Henry, but even more so to his two- 
faced fiancée (Anna Chancellor), her daugh- 


ter (Christina Cole), and his political adviser 
Gonathan Pryce). 

Daphne is allowed to spend the summer ii 
her father's manor, to be introduced in a host 
of social events, for and by the British elite. 
She naturally spreads around cheerful, all- 
‘American candidness through all these stiff 
gatherings, She finally gets to know her dad, 
and also finds Prince Charming in a band vo- 
calist, Ian (Oliver James). She does all these, 
while trying to outwit her scheming, would- 
be stepmom and stepsister. 

‘Targeted for adolescent girls with fairy tale 
sensibilities, “What a Girl Wants” is a cookie- 
cutter self-help movie about being true to 
oneself, following one’s road, and gitl-power 
confidence. In this case, these things basically 
mean dance, have countless dress-ups, be ex- 
tra-cheerful, and dance some more. Girls just 
wanna have fun, ad nauseam. 


Worn out 

It’s wish fulfillment in a snap: finding a 
long-lost relative who accepts you uncondi- 
tionally (and is filthy rich at that), finding a 
gentlemanly boyfriend (and who's extremely 
talented, to boot), and changing people for 
the better (not all Brits have a stiff upper lip, it 
seems). Daphne is just one blessed, life-of- 
the-party miracle worker. 

Nickelodeon's Amanda Bynes, the very gift- 
ed child comedienne from “the Amanda 
Show” and “All That,” is popular with many 
viewers of the kid-geared cable channel. She's 
one of those child actors unafraid to look ugly 
and ridiculous, and wearing unflattering wigs 
and uttering angry monologues have become

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second-nature to her. Now a young woman, 
she's being packaged asa glammed-up actress 
with more typical mainstream roles. 

She sheds her over-the-top quirks to play 
an everygirl (a pretty everygirl), and while 
she's still unquestionably gifted, she in- 
evitably gets eaten by the movie's worn-out 
material. Do we root for her character? Not at 
all, because we know she gets rewarded with 
what's rightfully hers before the story ends. 


Decent cast 

There are just so many scenes that show 
her infecting everyone with her perkiness, en- 
couraging them to get in touch with their in- 
ner, fun-loving Yankees. Daphne has got plen- 
ty of instances where she bonds with her fa- 
ther, inspiring him to ride a motorcycle like he 
used to during more carefree times, among 
other things. She also dances, quite irritating- 
ly, to almost every upbeat song that gets 
played in the movie. 

Its cast is a decent one: Firth, Pryce, Pre- 
ston and-James make the best of their requi- 
site roles, although, like Bynes, it's hard to 
feel anything for their characters. 

Strangely, however, a sizable portion of the 
audience keeps laughing uncontrollably at 
the juvenile, painfully predictable humor. 
Well, to each his own. I suppose I should be 
grateful the protagonist wasn't a geeky ugly 
duckling who transformed into a drop-dead 
gorgeous heiress after a makeover and some 
lessons in etiquette. 

But wait, I think that was last year's teen

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New leadership 


LOCAL show biz is so focused on gossip, con- 
troversies and scandals that it overlooks 
many of the truly significant developments on 
the entertainment scene. 

One of these major developments is the 
change of guard that has been taking place 
slowly but surely in the industry's leadership. 

Time was when practically all of the biz's 
organizations were headed by producers. 
While some of them did good, selfless work 
for the industry, many entertainment people 
felt that, to be truly representative of the 
wishes and needs of the majority, most of the 
industry's top leaders should come from the 
ranks of entertainment workers. 

For decades, however, the status quo re- 
mained. But, starting last year, some major 
changes have been happening in this regard: 

When the Film Development Council of the 
Philippines was created by law, Pres. Arroyo 
chose for its first chairperson, not a producer, 
bu director-actor-screenwriter Laurice 
Guillen. 

When the position of executive director at 
the Movie Workers Welfare Foundation be- 
came vacant, it was filled by actor Boots An- 
son-Roa 

And, a few months ago, Pres. Arroyo ap- 
pointed the new secretary general of the Film 
Academy of the Philippines, actor Leo Mar- 
tinez. 

We trust that these significant changes in 
the movie industry's leadership will redound 
to the benefit of film workers and their audi- 
ence. And that other show biz fields dominat- 
ed by producers will also be more worker-ori- 
ented in its leadership in the months and 
years to come. 

That's the really big news on the local en- 
tertainment scene, not who's sleeping with 
whom.

And we didn’t stop there. We likewise as- 
pired to have pastors that looked like priests 
and not lawyers in threadbare barongs. 

This was the period when “Gabi ng Lagim” 
was staple horror television fare on Channel 
11 and my brother Bimboy and 1 felt that 
Catholics had protection against evil, where- 
as we didn't. On TV, they painted white cross- 
es on wooden doors and vampires wouldn't 
enter; showed rosaries and flung holy water 
that burned mananggals to ashes; and made 
signs of the cross that scared the creatures of 
the dark from attacking. 

We Protestant kids had nothing to ward out 
fears, outside of the non-sectarian bawang 
against witches and the inversion of shirts 
against warlocks of the kapre and tikbalang 
kind. 


God’s children 

At that age, we didn't realize that a person- 
al relationship with God through prayer was 
all that mattered. We needed props to make 
the spiritual tangible, to constantly assure us 
we were indeed children of God. 

Catholic children had first communion 
rites, and along with it the hoopla of white 
dress and white veil for girls and an all-white 
shire and trousers ensemble for boys; the 
round wafer that was supposed to either melt 
on your congue if you were good and admit- 
ted everything but everything during confes- 
sion, or burn and cause your tongue to swell 
up if you were bad and secretly coveted your 
schoolmate’s pencil case; but above all you 
got a picture that was framed and put on top 
ofthe piano, with you there looking so angelic 
with hands up in prayer position and holding 
a rosary. It was bad enough we didn’t have a 
piano; it was worse for me because I couldn't 
even have the picture. 

Protestant children do not have saints, but 
Philippine TV for all the Holy Weeks of my 
childhood did re-runs of “Song of 
Bernadette,” the 1943 film that garnered nine 
Academy Award nominations and won the 
Best Actress Oscar for actress Jennifer Jones. 
The die was cast: 1 yearned to be Marie 
Bemarde Soubirous, the 14-year-old shep- 
herdess who had a vision of the Virgin Mary in 
the grotto of Massabielle in Lourdes in 1858.

FRANCISCO A. Dizon was 12 
years old when he eame down the 
stairs of his family’s house in Que- 
zon City one morning and saw 
their living room filled with 
brand-new air conditioning units. 

Dizon learned that the ait 
conditioning units, which were 
the latest in technolo- 
gy in 1962, came from 
a client of the Philip- 
pine National Bank where his fa- 
ther, Bienvenido Y. Dizon, was 
president. 

Their house had only one air 
conditioning unit at that time and 
getting the new ones would mean 
that all the rooms of their house 
would be air-conditioned. 

His father, however, promptly 
sent back the air conditioning 
units to the owner saying that one 
should never put oneself in a 
compromising situation. 

This early lesson in honesty and 
integrity marked Dizon and served 
as his guiding value through his 
Jong career in banking, the latest 
chapter of which is his chairman- 
ship of the only bank that his father 
worked for in his entire life. 


Planting his roots 

Dizon, however, did not imme- 
diately get into a banking career. 

After graduating with a Gener- 
al Studies degree from the Ateneo 
de Manila University in 1971, he 
helped his family take care of 
their farms in his father’s home- 
town of Concepcion, Tarlac. 

His father paid him P200 a 
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month and he got to use a Volk- 
swagen for his efforts. He went 
around the farms and made sure 
that people were working and 
fertilizer was being applied on 
time and at the right quantities. 

He tells SundayBiz that his 
one-year stint at the family farm 
gave him his first lessons in 
business. 

Dizon shares that 
one of the big parcels 
of his family’s proper- 
ty was planted with a certain vari- 
ety of rice that was, unfortu- 
nately, infected by a virus, 
which meant that the yield 
would be very small, and 
only if they were lucky 
tohave any at ali. 

The family then 
came to the hard deci- 
sion to just plow the 
whole field again and 
replant with a differ- 
ent variety of rice that 
was resistant to the 
deadly virus. It meant 
additional costs but it 
was something that 
they had to do. 

“The lesson for me 
then was that you have 
to learn to cut losses. As 
it turned out, the seed 
that we planted was 
more productive. Some- 
times, you just have 
tobite the bulletand 
then move on,” Di- 
zon explains.

the government, Dizon hung his 
farmer's hat and decided in 1972 
to join his elder brother in setting 
up a company that would dis- 
tribute farm tractors used for sug- 
ar and rice production. 


Learning the basics 
Dizon was paid P600 a month 
for being an executive assistant 
to the general manager and he 
learned how to set up a business. 
“It was a fantastic learning ex- 
perience. I learned the basics of 
how to get a business going 
there,” Dizon says. 
He adds that the first 
thing he learned about 
banking was filling upa 
letter of credit for im- 
ports. This was on top 
of his other duties like 
doing the payroll, hir- 
ing the first people, 
getting the imported 
goods from the Bureau 
of Customs and finally, 
dealing with customers 
Dizon stayed with his 
brother for just a year 
because he was bent on 
pursuing graduate 
studies abroad. 
Unfortunately, he 
was not able to make 
it because in the 
frenzy of helping 
runa new company, 
he was not able to 
review for his en- 
trance exam. 
Dizon, thus, end- 
ed up studying at 
the Asian Institute 
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of Management in 1973 and he 
left in 1975 with a Masters de- 
gree in Business Management. 

Hiis frst stint in the corporate 
world started in 1976 when he 
went to work for Bancom Devel- 
‘opment Corp., headed by Sixto K. 
Roxas, as a deal manager. Ban- 
com at that time was the leading 
investment bank and it was con- 
sidered a privilege to work for the 
company. 

Dizon was just a year into his 
job when he was offered the 
chance to move to another bank 
and get three times his salary. He 
turned it down. 

“I rely a lot on my gut instincts 
and at that time I felt that it was 
not the right time. And I was still 
young, just starting my career, so 
I thought that money should not 
be my object. My philosophy has 
also always been that life is a 
marathon, rather than a sprint,” 
Dizon says. 

His instincts proved right. He 
‘was promoted that year as senior 
assistant treasurer. He is proud to 
say that his promotion was an- 
nounced at the same time as the 
promotions of other Bancom peo- 
ple who went on to become big 
players in the business communi- 
ty, including Manuel V Pangilinan 
and Ricardo S. Pascua of the 
Metro Pacific group, former Fi- 
nance secretary Ramon R. del 
Rosario Jr. and Security Bank 
president Rafael Simpao Jr. 


Turning point 


The next tuming point in Di- 
zons career came in 1986 wheit he 
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became part of the Philippine Long 
Term Equity Fund, associated with 
the Anscor group, as director and 
chair of the investment committee. 

Investors pooled $20 million 
and the money was used to invest 
in Philippine enterprises, among 
which were the International 
Container Terminal Services Inc. 
and Hi-Cement Corp. He was also 
instrumental in getting the Ayala 
group to invest in Cebu in 1988. 

“That is why whenever I go to 
the Cebu Business Park, I am proud 
tosay that I had a hand in the city’s 
development,” Dizon says. 

Dizon has a soft spot for Cebu 
since his mother hails from the 
province and he is married to a 
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Garcia, a known political and 
business family of Cebu. 

“Tt was a unique experience for 
me because the investors got a lot 
for their money. From $20 mil- 
lion, the fund grew to $74 million 
jn 1994," he says. 

He remained with the Anscor 
group for several years, serving as 
president of different companies 
such as AB Capital and Invest- 
ment Corp. and Asian Bank. 

Then in 1998, he moved to the 
RCBC group of companies, first 
as director of RCBC Forex Brokers 
and then as president and CEO of 
Rizal Commercial Banking Corp.

‘STATE-ORTHE-ART and often amazing tech- 
nology introduced in today’s gadgets, gizmos 
and contraptions are usually associated with 
industrialized countries such as Japan, Fin- 
land and the United States.

‘THE PHILIPPINES has a long way to 
go in becoming a handicapped- 
friendly society. But that hasn't 
stopped persons with disabilities to 
continue striving to achieve their full 
potential. With help from the govern- 
mentand some private organizations, 
the handicapped may yet prove them- 
selves an equally productive contrib- 
utor to nation building. 

The Meralco Employees Fund for 
Charity Ine. (MEFCD, in support of 
both government and private sector 
efforts to uplift the conditions of 
handicapped members of society, is 
now granting vocational scholarships 
to persons with disabilities. 

Employees of Manila Electric Com- 
pany formed MEFCI in the 1980's to 
collect funds for charity projects that 
complement those sponsored by the 
company. 

It has been conducting regular 
dental and medical missions in de- 
pressed communities within the com- 
pany's franchise area. It has also been 
providing medical assistance to indi- 
gents and government hospitals and 
helping in relief efforts during 
calamities. 

Funding for MEFCI comes mainly 
from monthly voluntary contribu- 
tions of Meralco employees—from 
executives to the rank and file—that 
are automatically deducted from 
their salaries. 

According to MEFCI chair, Ruben 
Sapitula, although the contribution is 
voluntary, about 90 percent of Meral- 
co's workforce contributes to MEFCI. 
They also lend their personal time to 
‘MEFCI projects by participating in the 
medical and dental missions, relief 
operations and other activities. 

MEFCI started granting scholar- 
ships for the physically handicapped 
last year “because we wanted a pro- 
ject that would have a long-term im- 
Pact on the recipients,” Sapitula ex- 
plained.

“All they have to do is study, so there 
is no reason for them financially not 
to finish their education,” Sapitula 
said. 

Applications and screening of can- 
didates are done through the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare and Develop- 
ment. 

MEFCI currently has three schol- 
ars, all studying cyber programming 
in one of the leading IT schools in 
Metro Manila. 

Wally dela Cruz had paralyzed 
arms since birth. Like most disabled 
persons, Wally had to suffer through 
the incessant teasing of classmates es- 
pecially in elementary and high 
school. He managed to overcome 
this, determined that he gets an edu- 
cation and proves himself equally ca- 
pable as his peers. 

His college years were cut short 
however as his family’s finances be- 
gan to run low. He sought assistance 
from the National Vocational Rehabil- 
itation Center (NVRC), where he 
learned of MEFCI's scholarship 
grants. 

“1 just always keep in mind that 
even with my disabilities, I can 
achieve what others can achieve as 
long as I study well and not give up. 
As [look at my classmates and other 
people around me, I really don’t see 
anything they do that 1 can’t,” he 
said. 

Ricky Santos exudes the same con- 


fidence and determination despite 
having been born with polio. His par- 
ents both unemployed, Ricky had ev- 
ery reason to give up and accept an 
uneducated life. But he chose to find 
whatever means there were to send 
himself to school. 

“I really wanted to study because 
that’s the only way I can be at par 
with my peers. I can't compete with 
them physically but if 'm educated, 1 
can even beat them in terms of 
knowledge and skills,” Ricky said, 

Both Wally and Ricky have two 
more semesters to complete before 
graduating and finding employment. 
‘They are fully aware that they would 
be facing an entirely different ball- 
game then. 

“It won't be easy finding a job be~ 
cause most companies already judge 
an applicant simply by their physical 
attributes, We are not even given a 
chance to prove ourselves first,” 
Ricky lamented. 

He had landed part time employ- 
ment in the past bur that was only for 
a few months’ project and he was 
hired upon the recommendation of 
NVRC. 

Wally currently has a part time job 
in an animation and design company 
but he too feels it would be twice as 
difficult to find a regular full time job 
after graduation.

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Young trainer gives up law 
school for a kitchen venture

LAOAG CITY—Shedding off her 
corporate getup to a kitchen 
apron, young entrepreneur Can- 
dy Caluya plunged into the busi- 
ness world unmindful of the 
broadsides that came along with 
her decision to turn her back on 
the corporate world, 

Caluya, 31, was a law student 
and trainer for a private corpora- 
tion in Metro Manila until she 
woke up one day and realized 
that her schedule had become too 
cruel. She wanted out. 

“It was a world that T wanted to 
explore because it guaranteed in- 
dependence and freedom from 
the routines of corporate life,” 
she says. 

Armed with P50,000 which 
she borrowed from her brother 
and a P10,000 saving, Caluya re- 
tumed to locos Norte and 
‘opened her own pizza-pasta out- 
letin 2001. 

That her mother Estelita also 
runs probably the city’s first pizza 
outlet was of much help because 
the community had been accus- 
tomed to her family’s tradition of 
producing homemade pizza. 

“Before we could even pro- 
nounce lasagna correctly, my 
mother had her own pizza outlet 
since the 1980s,” Caluya says. 

The C&E pizza (taken from the 
initials of her parents’ names 
Constante and Estelita) used to 
be a neighborhood food counter 
in a ground floor room of the 
Caluya house here. 

‘The Caluyas eventually trans- 
formed the entire floor into a 
homey restaurant with about six 
tables, to accommodate dine-in 
customers. 

Unlike her mother who is a 
culinary enthusiast, Caluya only 
has had her office experience as a

program trainer to back her up in 
her food venture. 

“My mother resented the idea 
of me going back to the province. 
She wanted me to focus on my 
law studies in Manila,” she says. 

“Iwanted to earn my own keep 
and Icould only do that by having 
my own business. I did a lot of 
convincing before she finally 
agreed. Now, my outlet sells bet- 
ter than hers,” a grinning Caluya 
says. 

Managing her own business, 
she says, is a humbling experi- 
ence. 

“I had to do everything from 
cleaning the shop, supervising 
the kitchen, putting together the 
menu and doing the accounting 
at the end of the day,” she says. 

Taking the leap from the corpo- 
rate world to become self-em- 
ployed also drew criticisms from 
Caluya’s friends. 

“Many of us were conditioned 
to believe that success could only 
come when you work for a big 
‘company. Society is not as gener- 
ous in appreciating self-em-

ployed individuals,” she says. 

She recalled people showing 
disbelief when they saw her de- 
livering pizza to offices. 

“Imay always be seen with my 
apron on, supervising the goings- 
on in my kitchen, but I've never 
felt prouder and more accom- 
plished,” she says. 

Caluya's own restaurant main- 
tained the charm and intimate 
touch that the family business 
had been known for. Only, its 
floor area is half the size of her 
mother’s. 

Asked whether the entry of 
Greenwich, the widely popular 
pizze-pasta chain, in the city 
posed a threat, Caluya says: “It 
gave me sleepless nights while 
the fast-food store was still in the 
works.” 

“I thought its entry meant the 
end of my business. I saw my 
store as a David facing a Goliath,” 
she says. 

“I told myself 1 may have to 
start learning how to cross-stitch. 
Iplan to go into another business, 
like a coffee shop, so I (can have 


an alternative).” 

When news spread that the 
pizza chain was already building 
its store, she recalled having sent 

'spies” to find out whether the 
signage had been put up. 

She went as far as ordering piz- 
za from Metro Manila and took a 
closer look at its details—from its 
price, the size of the crust and 
even the amount of toppings. 

When the pizza branch finally 
opened, Caluya says: “Surprise, 
surprise we grossed even higher 
than our average sales.” 

Her regular customers told her 
they just wanted to catch the 
opening day fever just as anyone 
would do when there's something 
new in the city. 

But she admitted having added 
more toppings and lowering her 
prices to compete with the giant 
chain. 

“We are confident that locals 
would always patronize our 
product regardless of how many 
competition comes around. What 
made the difference is locals 
know our product as something 
that is their own. They know our 
quality like they know their 
neighbors,” she says. 

Her store will mark its second 
anniversary next month but 
Caluya says she still gets the feel- 
ing of being regarded by friends 
and relatives as a failure. 

“Tearned a lot in the business. 
There's a perception that when 
you are a homegrown business, 
you are incapable of coming up 
‘with quality service and products. 
But we are trying to dispel that,” 
she says. 

‘We take it as a challenge to 
strive further because our prod: 
uct carries the banner of the lo- 
cality. We hope to be at par with 
the giant fast-food chains. After 
all, we belong to the community. 
And we are the community.” 
Caluya says.

A YEAR or so ago, three young enterprising 
people—Abba S. Napa, Boni Manlapig and 
Geronimo Begre—met for the first time with 
local cinema’s "pantasya ng bayan,” Joyce 
Jimenez, to discuss a business proposition. 

‘That meeting apparently led to several oth- 
er brainstorming sessions, but it did not take 
long for the four to come to an agreement to 
go for it. 

Thus, a few months after that first meeting, 
a joint venture was formed between Joyce's 
Private Joyce Inc. and The General Bath and 
Body Co., owned by the three young en- 
trepreneurs, and SKIN_Private Joyce, a per- 
sonal care and cosmetics company, was bom. 

‘The joint venture was clear on its goal: To 
provide quality but very affordable bath and 
body products that people from all walks of 
life can afford. 

Tt offers several major product lines bearing 
the SKIN Private Joyce brand: Perfume for 
men and women, foot spa, aroma therapy 
(massage oils), body sprays and hand cleanser, 
body scrub and bath gel. It is also introducing 
shortly its summer line consisting of sun- 
screen, méisturizer, body mists and soap bars. 


Quick expansion 

‘Only about six-month-old now, SKIN_Pri- 
vate Joyce is already making waves in the lo- 
cal market. Its expansion has been fast. 

It now has nine outlets, both company- 
owned and franchised. It is targeting to open 
‘two new outlets per quarter nationwide. 

‘The company's net worth, according to the 
managing partners, has already doubled 
since it was formed. 

For brand recall, it is initially capitalizing on 
its signature model and co-owner Joyce 
Jimenez who, according to the three other 
managing partners, exudes the elegant sexi- 
‘ness and glamour that the products epitomize. 

Napa, a managing partner, in fact says that 
Joyce is one of the reasons for SKIN_Private 
‘Joyce’s phenomenal growth. The other being 
the strong demand, particularly among Fil- 
ipino women, for products that pamper tired 
bodies and minds, and enhance beauty. 

‘The partners are confident that SKIN_Pri- 
vate Joyce will be able to create its own niche 
in the market and win a loyal following in the 
same fashion Body Shop and Victoria's Secret 
established theirs. 


Affordability 

Except for the perfume, which costs P298 a 
bottle, all its products sell for less than P200. 
The hand cleanser is priced the lowest at P55 
a bottle. The price structure was set with the 
disposable income of its target market in 
mind. SKIN Private Joyce eaters primarily to 
thelower Band the C segments of the market, 
age between 18 and 45. 

Despite its much-lower prices, the compa- 
ny says its products are comparable with lead- 
ing foreign brands. They are especially formu- 
lated for the Filipino market using com- 
pounds imported from as far as Europe. 

“We managed to bring down our prices to 
as low as possible because as a homegrown 
brand, we are not paying any royalty to any- 
body,” Napa says. 

Bogre, the managing partner in charge of 
product development, says the company is 
continuously doing product research and de- 
velopment. SKIN Private Joyce's products are 
results of researches. The formulation is done 
by trusted independent laboratories and each 
item sold was thoroughly tested and certified 
by the Bureau of Food and Drugs. 


Image model and partner 

‘The people behind the company are very 
hands-on, Joyce, for one, isnot only an image 
model, she also does her share of the work 
particularly in strategizing and product devel- 
opment, 

“My business partners and I have specific 
fields of expertise. 1 am more involved in 
product development and steering the cre- 
ative direction for the brand. I help in decid- 
ing which fragrances to adopt, even in choos- 
ing the bottles to use and the color of the 
caps,” the actress-turned-entrepreneur says. 

Joyce says that she has to do her share of 
ensuring that the venture is doing good be- 
cause itis her name arstake. 

“It is my name, my company. Our products 
must be good, Ihave to protect my name. Peo- 
ple think it is just my name behind the prod- 
ucts, they are wrong, lam very much involved 
in this business,” she says. 

Joyce is no longer a greenhorn in the busi- 
ness with her intimate apparel venture—The 
Private Joyce Collections—making its own 
niche in the local market. It was, in fact, this 
venture, the offers she got to model personal 
care and cosmetics brands and her own per- 
sonal skin care needs that gave her the idea to 
go into this line of business. 


The partners 

‘The other partners take care of the day-to- 
day affairs of the business. Napa is in charge 
of the franchising aspect; Manlapig, market- 
ing and human resource, and Begre, opera- 
tions, logistics and product development. 

Prior to this venture, the three were into do- 
ing marketing and product development re- 
search and consultancy for other companies. 

“A home care products manufacturing firm 
approached us to do some marketing research 
and strategizing for them and that’s how we 
got the idea of putting up a skin care company 
Ourselves,” one of the managing partners says. 

It was Joyce's manager and business part- 
ner Shirley Kuan that put them together with 
Joyce. 

“The company is continuously working on 
the development of new products and im- 


provement of existing lines while aggressively. 
expanding its market. 


Strategy 

While the current thrust is to penetrate the 
provinces, the people behind SKIN Private 
Joyce have set their sights on venturing into 
the export market in five years time. 

So far, the company is on track its target of 
opening two new outlets, every quarter. 

Napa says SKIN Private Joyce employs a fran- 
chising business model that has the potential to 
grow at an accelerated rate. A franchisee will 
need an initial investment of P550,000, inclusive 
of the franchise fee. In return, the franchisee gets 
an initial product inventory and packaging, kiosk 
design and production, and assistance in hiring 
and training sales personnel. 

“We don't charge any royalty and there are 
not many opportunities out there like that,” 
Napasays. 

She says SKIN Private Joyce gets a lot of 
walk-ins asking about getting a franchise. 

“it would be easy for us to open so many 
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Using a not so private body to sell a bath 


kiosks in a month's time. However, we want to 
choose the right kind of business partners for 
the franchise. They must value their investment 
and give it as much effort as we do,” Napa says. 

So far, all their outlets are doing very well de- 
spite the fact that some locations do not hold 
the same advantages as other are enjoying. 

“It gives us a strong sense of accomplish- 
ment that we have built the brand to this level 
in six months. Despite that, we have many 
more things to do and we don't intend to slow 
down,” she adds. 

‘SKIN_Private Joyce’ outlets include Robin- 
son's Galleria, Robinson's Place Ermita, Ever 
Gotesco Grand Central, Ever Gotesco Com- 
monwealth, Sta. Lucia East Grand Mall, Tu- 
tuban Center Mall 1, Farmers Plaza and 
Metropolis Star in Alabang. Its first provincial 
outlet is in SM City, Pampanga. For this 
month, two new outlets—one in Metropoint 
and the other in Star Mall, are scheduled to 
open.

OLONGAPO CITY—From a small taco 
counter on Magsaysay Drive here, business- 
man Samuel del Rosario introduced pizza in 
this city in 1976. 

‘The new fare, then simply called Sam's piz- 
za, consisted of a unique blend of herbs, 
spices, a special dough and choice meats and 
vegetables, , 

Del Rosario says an Italian-American friend 
from the US Navy gave him a “formula” for his 
pizza as a gift. When Sam's Pizza was intro- 
duced to Olongapo residents, it became an in- 
stant hit, 

‘Sam’s Pizza offered the first “square pizza” 
in this city. 

Del Rosario says he learned the ropes of 
business through his father, businessman 
Leonardo del Rosario who operates several 
movie houses in the city. 

But the younger Del Rosario says he did not 
rely on his father’s success and laid his own 
plans and goals to succeed in the business. 


Enduring hardships 

Del Rosario and his wife Celeste had to ini- 
tially endure hardships to earn a living. 

Del Rosario worked for his father while Ce- 
leste sold barbecue in front of her father-in- 
law’s movie houses. 

Del Rosario first established “Sam's Tacos” 
when he was a junior at the San Juan de Le- 
tran College. He developed it into the Sam's 
Pizza Restaurant on July 15, 1976. 

Del Rosario handled the restaurant's pur- 
chasing and promotions while Celeste took 
care of finance. Their children helped by serv- 
ing as receptionists, food servers, bartenders 
and dishwashers. 

Sam’s Pizza Restaurant now has 44 em- 
ployees. 

Del Rosario says he developed the restau- 
rant to cater to a market that had become 
more demanding in terms of quality, dining 
atmosphere, value for money and service effi- 
ciency. 


Pinatubo, bases pullout 

He credits the growth of Sam's Pizza to 
the operation of the Subic Naval Base, 
where many American servicemen were sta- 
tioned. 

Sam's Pizza became an stant hit to Ameri- 
cans based in Subic because of its fare and its 
live entertainment. 

But when the city was buried under 18- 
inches of ash during the eruption of Mt. 
Pinatubo in June 1991, the pizza business 
slowed down. 

“This was the darkest day of Olongapo City 
and the most difficult time for Sam’s Pizza 
Restaurant,” says Corazon Bandong, the 
restaurant's operations manager. 

During this time, Bandong says, almost all 
business establishments in the city had shut 
down. Many residents had left the city and 
several buildings had been abandoned. 

But Sam’s Pizza defied the odds. 

“Believe it or not, Sam's Pizza Restaurant 
did not step its operations. We continued to 
serve customers because they also kept com- 
ing here. We used oil lamps to light the restau- 
rant and we put empty sacks of rice to cover 
the ceiling and prevent ashes and sands from

“I want to present my message and tell the 
youth that as soon as they graduate they will 
hear many advice that are good for them but 
that there is something better,” says the 40- 
year-old.

He uses different materials such as wood, 
cement or marble depending on the cus- 
tomer’s preference and budget. 

‘And depending on the size and the materi- 
als used, the price per image ranges from 
P10,000 to P85,000. 


Tedious part 

Vibar says sculpting the eyes of the image is 
the most difficult part of the process. 

“When you make the eyes and these don’t 
fit the image, then the whole thing will be 
useless, so I need to be very careful in making 
them,” he explained. 

The eyes are usually made from crystal, 
which his men melt and then mold into the 
desired shape to fit a certain figure. They can 
also make the statue's head and eyes move to 
make the figure more lifelike. 


Destiny 

Vibar says he never thought that he would 
end up making a living out of this craft, which 
he learned from his late father. 

“Thad no interest in it when Iwas just a kid, 
unlike my father who learned how to carve 
when he was four,” he admits. 

He says he only started helping his father in 
the business when he was already 33 years 
old since all 11 children ventured to different 
fields with him deciding to become a 
plumber. 

The desire to earn more, however, forced 
him to take up sculpture as an additional 
source of income. 

“I needed to look for an outlet to earn for 
my family, since I was already a family man 
that time, so I decided to help in my father’s 
art shop,” he says, adding, “I was encouraged 
since Isaw how my father earned from it and I 
have no regrets now,” Vibar stresses. 

He says it is probably his destiny to be a 
sculptor. 

“I knew even before that I could do what 
my father was doing but it was just that I did 
not have the heart for it before," he explains. 


Own shop 

When his father passed away in 2000, Ra- 
mon continued the tradition and put up his 
own art shop. 

Equipped with excellent training from his 
late father, he shortly became a force to reck- 
on with in the image-carving world. His first 
product was an image of the Santo Nino. 

“Designing these images gives me sense of 
fulfillment,” he says with a smile, 

“I know my father is happy about what's 
going on now, because the job that he helped 
raise us did not end when he passed away,” he 
says 


Tradition 

Vibar and his workers have become part of 
the tradition during Lenten season, with their 
works being displayed and playing an impor- 
tant role in the traditional procession held 
during Good Friday. 

He says almost 75 percent of the images on 
different karos (carts) that join in parade or 
procession during Holy week, came from 
their sweat. 

“Tm very proud, especially when I already 
see our works on the streets during Good Fri- 
day.” the sculptor says. 

Vibar adds that many images of saints, Je- 
sus Christ and other Holy personalities in dif- 
ferent churches in the Bicol region came from 
his shop. 


No miracle 

As an expert in his own field, Vibar says he 
personally does not believe in crying images 
‘or images whose eyes shed blood. 

“Even my late father who was in the indus- 
try for almost his life never believed in that. 
And that's our personal opinion,” he stresses. 
“One can simply make the image cry and 
make people believe it’s a miracle.” 

‘The real miracle is being able to carve mag- 
nificent images out of perseverance, patience 
and God-given talent.

Villa San Miguel 
(The Archbishop's Palace) 

Although considered the exclusive enclave 
of the country’s foremost prelate, the Arch- 
bishop's chapel is done in the elegant empire 
style. 

‘The Archbishop's Chair is backdropped by 
solid bronze panels with 24K gold leaf topped 
by a half beldachin showing cherubs with 
crossed wings and the Archbishop's heraldic 
shield. 

The altar and lectern are unified by the 
base done in Solomonic pillars with hand- 
carved floral wreaths and traditional eu- 
charistie symbols such as the grape and 
‘wheat, symbolizing the holy bread and wine. 

‘The entire ensemble is unified by ivory-col- 
ored panels with square pillars embellished in 
hand-carved details and gilding. The whole 
design is not overpowering. The use of em- 
pire-style furnishing however imbues the 
place with majesty and power. 


National Shrine of Our Lady of Peace 
and Good Voyage 

‘The centuries-old image of Our Lady of 
Peace and Good Voyage, more popularly 
known as the Virgin of Antipolo, was before 
reputed one of the richest images in the 
Philippines in terms of regalia. But with the 
Filipino-American war, the original Jesuit- 
built church was burned down and no one 
knows where the image's regalia went. 

A popular destination during the Marian 
month of May, the shrine is a place of pilgrim- 
age for devotees seeking favors or giving 
thanks for favors granted, 

The design at present is simple. It is so de- 
signed to show the image of the Virgin more 
prominently to her devotees 

Where once the image was housed in a small 
frame, showing only the front, the new design 
now enthrones the Virgin in an octagonal frame 
with Baroque style details richly gilded. 

The triangular pediment is topped by a 

+ globe with an open crown surmounted by a 
cross. 

‘The Virgin is housed in a plate glass with 
mirror backing, which provides an ingenious 
manner in which the whole image can be seen 
around. Lighting shows the image in al its re- 
splendent glory befitting the Queen of Heav- 
en,

T WAS a sunny morning 
when we headed to San 
Pablo City in Laguna to try 
the day-tour package of Villa 
Escudero.

LA SALLE Professor Zeny Burgos couldn't 
stand how her favorite channels on Home Ca- 
ble were being cancelled one by one. What 
was even worse, she complained, was that the 
remaining good channels just kept on show- 
ing re-runs of old movies day and night. “Tam 
paying the same fee for a service that is get- 
ting worse,” she said. 

‘That wasn't the end of the story. When Prof. 
Burgos called up Home Cable's customer care 
office to terminate the service so she could 
transfer to another cable television company, 
she was informed that she had to pay P300 for 
termination fee. 

“I couldn't believe it! They were not deliv- 
ering the goods as they should, so it was only 
right to terminate the service. But to be 
charged for wanting to discontinue their ser- 
vice is outright consumer abuse. The National 
Telecommunication Commission should look 
into this,” Prof. Burgos suggested. 

When asked to explain the service termina- 
tion fee, Home Cable invoked the cable TV 
service agreement regarding fees, rates and 
charges which stated the following: 

“Fees, Rates and Charges—The subscriber 
agrees to pay the service charges to the Ser- 
vice Provider according to his selected pay- 
ment plan in the Cable-TV service application 
form, The Service Provider reserves the right 
to increase the monthly subscription and im- 
pose charges other than indicated in the said 
form.” 

Ifa major cable TV provider can arbitrarily 
impose charges and increase rates, we can on- 
ly fear the worst once the major cable TV 
providers merge, as rumors have it. The 
moral of the story is that consumers should 
read all the details before signing a contract. 


DDD termination fee 

Some months ago, a reader asked us if it 
‘was true that PLDT charged for termination 
oflong distance features of a subscriber's tele- 
phone. Here's the reply from Horace Lavides 
of the PLDT public assistance office: 

“There is no charge for disconnection of Di- 
rect Distance Dialing or DDD (International 
or National Direct Dial). But we have a special 
feature called ‘Barring of 108/109" with a 
charge of P150 a month, With this feature, 
your phone bars access to PLDT operator-as- 
sisted domestic/international long distance 
call.” 


Not-so-express payment 

Journalist Linda Bolido enrolled her Home 
Cable account with BPI's express phone pay- 
ment system thinking it was the best thing 
that happened to busy folks like her.

First, parents are rarely 100 per- 
cent united in imposing a particu- 
Jar course or career on their child. 
One of them (usually the mother) 
does not really care much what 
course the child will take as long as 
the child is interested and happy 
with it, That means that it's very 
likely that you will have to appease 
only one parent. That cuts your 
burden by a half. 

Secondly, the parent (let's say 
the father) who insisted on a par- 
ticular course for the child is him- 
self not 100 percent sure that he is 
right. He only “feels” that he is 
right, and that’s because there is 
(Go far) no proof that he is wrong. 
‘That means that as soon as you pre- 
sent such a proof (your disappoint- 
ing grades, for instance), then he 
will have to admit his error.

And, third, I know no parent 
who'll reject his ox her own child's 
pleas if those pleas are valid, hon- 
est and do not have obviously dis- 
astrous consequences. In my 
book, a shift to another course on 
a child's second year in college 
easily falls in that category. 

As to their assessment that you 
are fickle-minded, they are proba- 
bly right. Parents might not know 
every bit of their child's character, 
but they, very, very seldom err 
about their child’s decisiveness or 
lack of it. 

Your case now, however, might 
really be an illustration of fickle- 
mindedness. You might be shifting 
your course, but you have not 
changed your mind: You wanted 
Broadcast Communication and BS 
Mathematics then, and you still 
want them now. “Fickle-minded”

URALS may be considered 

a town’s biography, pro- 

viding a people with their 
own image of themselves. They 
represent the people’s identity and 
collective consciousness; they rep- 
resent their history and their fu- 
ture. 

For Charlie Anorico, Gerry Bantang and 
Ebong Pinpiño, however, the murals they 
have created on Dona Aurora Street, Baran- 
gay Poblacion Itaas, Angono, Rizal, not only 
showcase the culture of their town, but also 
express their respect and admiration for An- 
gono's great son, National Artist Carlos 
“Botong” Francisco, who celebrated the life of 
the people in his larger-than-life works. 

Botong’s murals and other paintings are 
emblematic of the Philippines’ history, folk- 
lore, Catholic faith and nationalism. 

‘A man of his times, Francisco used a lan- 
guage very much his own to express his con- 
ception of the world, but without sacrificing 
communion with the people. Fiestas, fluvial 
parades, religious processions, community 
revelry and sharing of a bountiful harvest fas- 
cinated Botong no end, and they showed in 
his colorful celebratory works, which up to

now no Filipino couldn't resist relating to. 

A master of the human figure, Francisco 
painted murals about the common people, 
most of them Angonons: farmers and street 
sweepers, fishermen and vendors, musicians 
and construction workers. Such creations of- 
fer us a peaceful world, static and inert, yet 
Filled with the energy of the search for a better 
and more just world.

‘At one end of Poblacion Itaas, one can find 
the busts of Botong and another National 
Artist, Lucio San Pedro.

San Pedro's immortal lullaby, “Sa Ugoy ng

UMMER for Metro Manilans 

used to mean places like Hi- 

nulugang Taktak in Antipolo 
and Balara in Quezon City. Those 
were the days. 

The sites either dried up or went to seed, 
and Metro Manilans trying to escape the heat 
wave were left with nothing but the black 
hole that is Manila Bay. 

In Old Balara, at least, there remains a few 
swimming holes where the water is still pris- 
tine. As well it should be, as this is where wa- 
ter for the metropolis is being treated. (Its 
99.8-percent potability is above the World 
Health Organization standard of 95 percent.) 

‘The Victoria Pools, centerpiece of the 
Balara Filters Park, still attract 500 visitors a 
day, who swim for free, says Metropolitan Wa- 
terworks & Sewerage System administrator 
Orlando Hondrade. 

A fishing area will soon be constructed. In 
fact, the whole Balara Filtration Compound is 
now undergoing massive development. 

‘The restoration was conceptualized in 
2001 bya team led by Manila Water Co. presi- 


dent Antonio T. Aquino. Tapped to lay out the [È 


development masterplan was architect and 
urban planner Paulo Alcazaren. 

The restoration of old structures runs pa- 
rallel with the rehabilitation of the place. This 
involves three segments: cultural, environ- 
mental and community development. 

The city government has committed to set 
up a livelihood program for the Balara com- 
munity. 

The Billion Trees Movement has planted 
50,000 tree seedlings—of mahogany, narra, 
gmelina, caballero, neem. (There are no fruit- 
bearing trees as they would need pesticide, 
which is hazardous particularly for a water-

“BERNARDINE,” the waterbearer in the rotunda 
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filtration place.) 

As the grounds would be transformed into 
one massive park, Mayor Feliciano Belmonte 
Jr. has asked architect Zaldy de la Rosa, chief of 
the Quezon City Parks Development, to help. 


Vintage buildings 

The 60-hectare place (almost as big as 
Rizal Park) is dotted with vintage structures 
and statuary, many of which already run- 
down. They were created when the MWSS 
‘was still the National Waterworks and Sewer- 
‘age Administration (Nawasa). 

‘What remain of these sculptural and archi- 
tectural gems, even in their state of dilapida- 
tion and various stages of deterioration, is 
considered the largest collection of Art Deco 
structures in the country. Built in the time of 
President Manuel Quezon, they exemplify the 
decorative art of the 1920s and '30s. 

The relatively newer ones, such as the '50s 
quonset-like community canteen, kiosks and 
pavilions, manifest the styles of the postwar 
years. Many of these were designed by the 
Mafiosas. 

The Balara Filtration Plant 1, built in 
1938, is said to be the oldest in Asia. The 
building is typically Art Deco. Its simplicity 
in style, with its elegant streamlined form 
and symmetrical, geometric and rectilinear 
lines, is classical in spirit. 

‘The small chapel has a beautiful façade but 
shabby interior, It has been described by Al- 
cazaren as “done in spare Italianate style.” 

rosa Hall, built in the late 40s, is an open 
omamental summerhouse painted blue and 
white, notable for the metal ribbing of its roof, 

Escoda Hall, built in the 50s, is an imposing 
white-and-red pavilion dominating the swim- 
ming-pool complex. This is the picturesque 
building one sees in old postcards of Balara. It 
was originally of timber and asbestos, but it has 
been restored using sheet iron and concrete. 

The colossal water tank, the area's struc- 
ture which can be seen from all angles in the 
distance, is now a derelict, But there's a plan 
to turn itintoa museum. 

Along with these building are numerous 
smaller structures, such as kiosks, cottages, 
bungalows, gazebos and toilets, which are no 
less charming in their period designs.

Pasig River,

transformation of Sam- 

paloc Lake—the biggest of 
San Pablo’s famed seven lakes 
and is right at the heart of the 
city—is almost as glorious as a 
rebirth. 

‘What the lake actually went through 
was more of a near-death experience 
And like in other near-death experi- 
ences, the people of San Pablo saw the 
light and decided to turn things 
around, 

Initiated by private individuals, who 
organized themselves into the Samahan 
ng Pitong Lawa (SPL), the campaign to 
resuscitate and revitalize Sampaloc has 
drawn the support of the city govern- 
ment, the church and religious groups, 
and the fisherfolk who live and work 
around the lake. 

So far, the campaign has managed to 
have restaurants and beer houses 
around the lake removed. Fish cages that 
occupied about 35 percent of the 104- 
hectare lake had been reduced to about 
26 percent as of 2000. As the stench of 
garbage and dead water flora and fauna 
disappeared, promenaders returned. 
Seven small parks and a playground re- 
placed the restaurants and beer houses. 

By June, the relocation of the fishing 
families living along the coastline will 
start, 

Like other environmental crises, in- 
cluding the death of the Pasig River, the 
blame for this one can be laid squarely 
at the people’s feet. Overexploitation 
of the lake's resources, dumping of 
garbage and disregard for the effects of 
human activities very nearly killed 
Sampaloc. 

The rescue of the dying lake, which 
started in the later part of the 1990s, 
was not easy. Eddie Mangubat, presi- 
dent of the Samahan ng mga

Mangingisda sa Lawa ng Sampaloc, 
said it took a while before the 140 or so 
members of the association saw the 
wisdom of what the SPL was trying to 
do. But Mangubat, who set up his own 
1,200 sq. m fish cage in the lake in the 
1980s, knew that Sampaloc was in very 
serious trouble. 

“There was a fish kill in 1990-91 be- 
cause of so many fish cages. The mortali- 
ty was high,” he recalled. He said for 
about a year or a year and a half, they did 
not replenish the lake's fish stock, afraid 
it would only be an exercise in futility. 

Until the SPL started to make waves, 
Mangubat said there were no regulations 
whatsoever governing the construction 
of fish cages in the lake. He set up his 
‘own very easily enough without getting 
any permits. The period 1989-95 saw the 
most number of fish cages in the lake but 
it also signaled the beginning of the end 
of a good thing. 

Mangubat said following the fish kills, 
several cage owners lost money and 
abandoned their businesses, simply leav- 
ing the structures behind for the ele- 
ments to get rid of. Today, the skeletons 
of those abandoned fish cages make the 
lake still unsuitable for water sports and 
other activities. The bamboo and nets 
create hazards for unsuspecting lake 
users. 


People problem 

Bur the fish cages were just part of 
Sampaloc’s troubles. Apart from the 
restaurants and bars and the waste they 
generated that ended up in the lake, 
there were also all the squatters along 
the coast whose trash also got dumped 
into the water. This made for very “rich” 
water that favored the proliferation of 
water plants. 

SPL members recalled that by the 
time their campaign got underway, the 
water could hardly be seen because of 
the luxuriantly growing water lilies. 
The association, having convinced the 
fisher folk by this time of the need to re- 
habilitate the lake, got the fishermen 
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‘SEVEN parks and a playground have replaced the restaurants and beer gardens that used to ring Sampaloc Lake. 


themselves to remove the water lilies, 
paying them for their efforts. 

With the money it raised with the 
support of the Seven Lakes Internation- 
al chapters in the United States and 
Canada, the SPL went about cleaning 
up the lake. SPEs Mandy Mariño said 
the most significant step taken by SPL, 
in cooperation with San Pablo's Cou- 
ples for Christ group, was to buy a two- 
hectare lot capable of taking in 180 
families where lakeshore households 
would be relocated. The place keeps 
households far away enough from the 
lake but close enough for the fishermen 
to continue with their livelihood, Mari- 
fio said, at present, only 100 families 
would actually have to be relocated. 


The relocated fisherfolk would amor- 
tize the land but the houses would be 
built bayanihan style—families working 
together. Arnold Acebron, city housing 
coordinator, said the relocation would 
start with 10 families in June. The fami- 
lies will then build the houses for the oc- 
cupancy of the next group, which will 
the homes of the next group. 
jo said, although the fishermen 
I be able to continue with 
their current livelihood, alternative 
sources of income, particularly for oth- 
er members of the family, would also be 
made available in the relocation site 
As a result of SPEs initiative, permits 
for fish cages started to be issued in 
1998. Still the goal is to keep them to just 


about 10 per cent of the lake's area. Ace- 
bron said the lake would then be avail- 
able mainly for open fishing and leisure 
activities. 

The seemingly successful rescue of 
Sampaloc from certain death appears 
to have encouraged the San Pablo peo- 
ple to help the other lakes as 
well—Palakpakin, Mohicap, Bunot 
(the second largest), Calibato, Pandin 
and Yambo. Among the plans being 
considered is to make treks to the dif- 
ferent lakes a tourist attraction. San 
Pablo seems determined to once again 
make its seven lakes a top tourist draw.

S JEEPNEYS are slowly be- 
ing relegated to the side- | 
lines with the advent of 

faster, more dependable metro rail 
systems as Metro Manila’s pre- 
ferred means of mass transporta- 
tion, its precursor, the World War II 
vintage jeep, is currently experi- 
encing a rebirth among restorers 
the world over. 
Considered the granddaddy of all SUVs, 
the army jeep (not to be confused with the 
“owner-type” jeep) is the very first four-wheel 
drive vehicle specifically designed by the 
American military to meet the rough terrain 
and the rigorous demands of war. The United 
States was said to have manufactured close to 
600,000 jeeps during the last war. 
“It’s probably the mother of all restoration 
projects,” says Rommel Juan, VP for market- 
ing of MD Juan Enterprises and executive di- 
rector of the Philippine Jeep Preservation 
Foundation, “Surprisingly, not too many Fil- 
ipinos know that jeep restoration as a hobby is 
growing worldwide.” 
The foundation is affliated with various 
+ clubs for jeep enthusiasts as far as Davao in 
| the South, and Nueva Ecija and Ilocos Norte 
in the North. There are also clubs in Cebu, Bu- 
lacan and Pampanga, but ironically there's 
none in Metro Manila.

Chito Macalintal, said to be the country’s 
foremost expert on jeeps, is one such enthusi- 
ast, His love affair with the jeep dates back to 
the last war, when as an impressionable 13- 
year-old, he saw for himself for the first time 
an impressive fleet of American jeeps in Min- 
doro. 

“We were literally running for our lives 
from the Japanese,” he says. “My family and I 
fied from Batangas and reached Mindoro, 
where all those jeeps were stationed. So fasci- 
nated was I with jeeps, that I began reading 
up on the subject after the war” 


Love affair 

‘The love affair didn’t stop there. In 1948, 
Macalintal’s dad bought and restored a used 
Jeep by Ford, and it became the family car for 
‘several years, Ford and Willy's were foremost 
manufacturers of World War II jeeps. 

“We used the jeep through the years,” he 
says. “It has been a dependable companion 
during family outings, and up to the time I be- 
gan courting.” 

‘Thanks to the efforts Macalintal put into 
‘maintaining it, the family jeep is still in good 
running condition with an Isuzu diesel engine 
and a new set of tires. From canary yellow 
(vintage jeeps were painted army green), the 
prized possession is now the color of dessert 
sand. 

‘There are also a few jeeps in various colors, 
brands and stages of restoration in the Macal- 
intal garage in Greenhills. 

Not content with restoring jeeps, Macalin- 
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tal collaborated with a Japanese photogra- 
pher and has written Jeep, Jeep, Jeep, 

ture book featuring restored World War II 
jeeps the world over. 

‘There are as many types of jeep enthusiasts 
as there are jeeps. Macalintal, for instance, 
describes himself as the “practical” type. He 
has no qualms about driving his jeep once ina 
while, and making do with replacement parts 
whenever original parts are hard to come by. 

“Each restorer possesses varying degrees of 
practi s well,” says Juan. “Some are 
simply content driving their jeeps occasional. 

have any problem 
driving theirs everyday, anywhere.” 

On the other hand, there are also so- 
called “purists,” who won't settle for 
anything less—down to the last screw. 

Due to the time and energy they've put 
into their jeeps, its not surprising for 
their fascination to border on obses- 
sion. Even a speck of dust has no place 

on top of their masterpieces. Nota © 
few of them are happy just to see 
and rub their jeeps like objects of 

their affection. (Imagine what their 

wives and girlfriends have had to 
compete with. Poor women.) 

“These men belong to a subeul- 
ture,” says Juan. “Many of them are 
World War II history buffs bound to- 
gether by their love for jeeps. Some are 
emotionally attached to their jeeps be- “dj 
cause they bring back fond memories.” 

But whether they're purists or practical re 
storers, these men (and a handful of women 
in the US) have one thing in common: they 
find ultimate joy restoring a ubiquitous vehi 
cle that’s now very much a part of America's 
and probably of the world’s, history. 

“Especially now that Americans are experi 
encinga resurgence of nationalism, especiall 
after 9-11,” says Juan. “A restored militar 
jeep. preferably with an aged veteran riding

in it, has almost become de rigueur in parades 
in the US nowadays. Whether Filipinos like it 
or not, the jeep and later the jeepney have al- 
so become very much a part of our culture.” 

But not only is jeep-testoration an engag- 
ing hobby. What many Filipinos don't know is 
they can also derive huge profits from it. A 
run-down jeep worth P60,000 can fetch up to 
$15,000 to $20,000 abroad, particularly in 
the United States. A restorer needs to shell 
out at least P150,000 to restore a vintage jeep 
to its former glory. 


Vintage engines 

There are still plenty of vintage engines 
around, says Juan. Of course, if the restorer 
isn’t picky, he can always settle for a trusty 
Isuzu diesel engine. But what does he do 
about a rusty fender, a corroded under chas- 
sis, a crooked grille and a hood that has seen 
better days?

OW does one survive a 

climb of Mt. Pulag, the 

highest peak in Luzon and 
second only to Mt. Apo in the 
Philippines? Well, I was able to do 
it so it can be done. Let me tell you 
how. 

Just to give you a clue of the amount of 
wraveling/trekking this adventure entails, 
here is a short list 

For urbanites, start witha midnight car ride 
to Baguio (provide lots of coffee for the desig- 
nated driver, especially if you're going 
straight from a social event). From the City of 
Pines, the Ranger Station at the base of Mt. 

another three hours of really fright- 
ening, edge-ofthe-cliff driving on rough 
roads. 

Carrying camping gear, travel has then to 
be done on foot from the Ranger Station. The 
initial three-hour uphill climb through a 

rail is quite challenging but not too 
steep. The designated camp site is where 
mountaineers set up their gear and tents to 
spend the night. At the crack of dawn, it’s an- 
other hour-long climb to the peak where you 
are rewarded with a blazing sunrise viewed 
from above cloud level 

Butis it worth all the pain and aggravation, 
especially if the weather conditions are not in 
your favor? For city slickers like me, th 

big, big “Yes.” Let me share 


Preparing the proper gear for such an expe- 
dition is important to a successful trip. It's ad- 
visable to borrow most of the items, unless 
you intend to really get into the whole world 
of camping (which, may I remind you, in- 
volves making “No. 2” in the wilderness.) 

The late Paco Ortigas was a large man 
(God bless his soul), hence his huge, two- 
son tent, 
sleeping bag and flashlight were provided by 
my cousin, Marisun Uiehico. For the crucial 
North Face jacket and walking stick, a good 
friend, Anna Angara, lent me what she used 
when she did a four-day trek to Pulag. 

With so many sources for all the equip- 
ment, you can imagine the difficulty of color- 
coordinating all my borrowed gear!

For my all-important hiking boots, 1 went 
shopping in Park Square.

packaging and thought the water might help 
me survive the climb. With all that si 
erything was too heavy to carry soa man from 
thestore helped me bring them to my car.

through the really rough, “fat-shaking” drive 
through unpaved roads right next ro the cliffs.

So I hired 
three hefty men (with sturdy legs like those 
horses in Wright Park) to carry my things— 
the food, the feather boas and the Charmin 
toilet paper—to Base Camp. 


Weakest link 

Sporting my brand-new hiking shoes and 
holding my energy water for security, 1 was 
off! Despite being the weakest link in the 
group, I was able to keep up since the rest 
were carrying their gear. But half-way, Bela 
and Leica got my “sherpas” to help. At least 
my accessory helpers became useful to the 
group. 

Just when we reached the camp site— 
cold, tired and hungry—it started to rain. 1 
was beginning to feel that it was a very bad 
idea to think 1 could survive the great out- 
doors. And I thought my only problem would 
be digging my own toilet. A major headache 
hit me while watching the porters set up the 
huge tent, which took them over 30 minutes. 
By now, we were all drenched and starving. 

Jon-jon, the only true mountaineer of the 
bunch, cooked a gastronomic dish of pasta 
with Portobello mushrooms and risotto with 
asparagus right outside his one-man tent. Ev- 
erything made from scratch—this guy is just 
unbelievable. 1 was so hungry, I didn’t mind 
eating from the cover of the pan. We ate at 
sunset in the worst conditions possible.

nately, the rain stopped just before we called 
ita night, 

Sometime in the middle of the night, I had 
to go to the toilet. I tried to make the feeling 
go away because it was so cold outside. That 
didn’t work, so I quickly stuck my butt in the 
bush and did my thing. With all my inhibi- 
tions gone, I was relieved. It was actually lib- 
erating. Good thing we were the only campers 
that night. No need to worry about butt expo- 
sure. 

Thave not slept beside another person since 
I got married so I could not warm my toes on 
Bela's thighs, Plus I had fears of falling ill with 
‘acute mountain sickness (AMS) compounded 
by freezing temperatures. The symptoms can 
beas mild as a bad headache and nausea or as 
severe as pulmonary edema, a dangerous ac- 
cumulation of water in the lungs. But Jon was 
quick to point out that we were not on Mt. 
Everest. 


Worth the hardship 

At 4 am., still cold, sleepy and dirty (but 
covered with French cologne), we headed off 
for the one-hour, final climb to the summit. 
Our guide led us in darkness for three quar- 
ters of the way. But once up there, all yout can 
think about are God's infinite creations. The 
hardship was totally worthwhile. 

We enjoyed the sunshine only briefly as the 
day was so windy and cloudy. So we ended up 
singing all the songs we knew from the past 
three decades while waiting for the clouds to 
clear. After a while, we decided to head down 
before our toes froze and fell off 

We packed our gear with water “from the 
source” (maybe this could be bottled as our 
version of Evian). Getting back to cell signal 
area was our top priority. The simple plea- 
sures of a warm bath and brushing our teeth 
were also on the list. Dinner at Salud Restau- 
rant in Baguio was an excellent end to our 
weekend achievement.

A Lifetime 


HE island beckoned. The call was difficult to resist. 

One day in 1922, Gov. Gen. Leonard Wood gathered all 
the resident physicians of the Philippine General Hospital 
(PGH) and spoke to them about the need for pioneer lep- 
rosy work in faraway Culion in Palawan. The island was 
then on its 16th year as a leper colony and patients from 
all over the Philippines continued to arrive in large num- 
bers. 

In the international medical scene, Culion was fast be- 
coming a byword. It was, at one time, the largest leper 
colony in the world. It was expected to contribute signif- 
icantly to medical science by becoming a center of re- 
search, if not a showcase for leprosy control, But more im- 
portant was the need for more medical personnel. 

Wood was asking for volunteers. 

A 26-year-old resident physician at PGH said yes to the 
challenge. For Dr. Casimiro B. Lara, a medical graduate of 
the University of the Philippines (UP) and class valedicto- 
rian, the call meant giving up a bright future and a com- 
fortable life in Manila. 

‘The young bachelor sailed away in 1922. From then on, 
Culion would become the locus of his life's work and his 
home until the end of his life. Leprosy patients would be- 
come the object of his passion, the defining backdrop of his 
calling as a doctor. 

When Lara arrived in Culion, he was immediately ap- 
pointed supervising physician. After two years, he was pro- 
moted to chief physician, a post he held until 1947. He be- 
came the Chief of the Colony after that. 

Tt was almost impossible, Lara said, for any person, no 
matter how great his endowments, to render full satisfac- 
tion as Chief, He added that “the fact that his office re- 
quire(d) him to act the part of a benevolent autocrat over a 
community of people suffering both physically and mental- 
ly from the life-long ravages and stigma of leprosy (did) 
not render the task easie:

That particular paper, one of the many 
Lara had written on leprosy and Culion, 
gave a vast overview of Culion’s role at that 
time and why, despite all difficulties, a fairly 
well-ordered administration of the colony 
had been possible during most of the past 
26 years under Filipino stewardship. The is- 
Jand, Lara pointed out, offered “the lepers a 
nearly ideal mental and social environment, 
besides a great variety of opportunities for 
profitable employment and recreation.” 

The doctor strongly defended the role of 
Culion when the abolition of the Segrega- 
tion Law (which isolated patients) was be- 
ing considered. 

Dr. Casimiro B. Lara was born on March 
4, 1896 in Magsingal, Ilocos Sur. He was tu-

very young age and finished his elemen- 
tary and high school studies in Ilocos. He 
left for Manila to take up medicine at UP 
where he finished at the top of his class 
in 1919, 

Lara left Culion in 1924 for a two-year 
post-graduate course in Experimental 
Medicine at the University of Minnesota. 
He also taught at the prestigious Mayo 
Clinic there. As a fellow of the Mayo 
Foundation, he wrote several papers on 
pharmacology that were related to lep- 
rosy and the chaulmoogra treatment. 

While in the US, Lara married Josefi- 
na Runez, a nurse, also of UP Class 1919, 
whom he had earlier met at the UP-PGH. 
Their eldest son Edward, who was born 
there, was named after one of the Mayo 
brothers. 

Lara came back to Culion with his 
family in 1927. The three younger Lara 
children—Evelyn, Irene and Juan— 
were all born on the island. For the Lara 
children who all grew up there, Culion 
was home, a special island unlike any 
other. 

From 1947 until his retirement in 
1962, Lara was the chief of the Culion 
Leper Colony (and chief physician as 
well), a post that gave him full authority 
over the entire island. 

Lara wryly described his multi-faceted 
role thus: “Besides the unusual but nec- 
essary provision that the Chief of the 
Colony is also Ex-Officio Justice of the 
Peace, he must directly or indirectly con- 
cern himself with the sanitation and the 
general and medical care of the inmates, 
exercise police authority, serve as arbi 
trator, act as a sort of city manager, a ru- 
ral director, a general-economy planner 
and a social-uplift promoter. 

“He must be energetic and possessed 
of a versatile faculty and, withal, be able > 
to enlist the aid of an adequate staff of 
capable and local assistants. But with a 


was a scientist in search of solutions. 
Culion Island was his laboratory. He was 
also an efficient administrator. As a doc- 
tor, he studied and observed a lot, read a 
lot and wrote a lot. The fruits of his re- 
search found expression in almost a hun- 
dred scientific papers he had written for 
various symposia and medical journals 
here and abroad, from the 1920s to the 
1960s. Many of these were published in 
the Journal of Philippine Islands Medical 
Association and the Philippine Journal 
of Leprosy. 

Lara focused a lot on the young chil- 
dren of leprous parents. Many of them 
had been separated at birth from their 
parents and were being cared for by the 
nuns at the nursery, while the older ones 
were back in the custody of their sick 
parents. Lara examined them regularly, 
conscientiously, meticulously, putting 
them, as it were, under the microscope. 
He looked into every fold of the skin, ev- 
ery orifice, examining every lesion and 
outbreak, 

Lara often had candies in his pocket 
for these children. He also had their pho- 
tographs taken as infants and as they 
grew up. These photographs, with notes 
written at the back, are now kept in the 
museum archives. 

The revolving podium he used still 
stands at the Culion Museum. Countless 
children of leprous parents had stood on 
itto be examined, “Each one of us would 
stand naked,” recalled a woman in her 
50s whose parents were patients. “The 
podium would revolve and Dr. Lara 
would look closely at our skin, He would 
make us close our eyes, prick us slightly 
with a needle and make us count the 
pricks.” A missed count could mean the 
pricked area did not have sensation, a 
sign of the onset of leprosy. 

“Those were not routine examinations, 
Lara was on to something.

the service of lepers.” 

He was all that. Many remember Lara 
as a solitary figure in a white, crisply 
starched medical suit whose presence 
lent an air of seriousness to the work at 
hand. His devotion to his medical duties 
was beyond compare, and he went 
about doing his research work relent- 
lessly like his own life depended on i 

Somewhere among the countless crip- 
pled and disfigured, the forsaken and 
forlorn who lived on the island, some- 
where hidden in their bodies and in the 
way they reacted to certain drugs and 
living conditions, Lara hoped to find an- 
swers to his questions: 

Is there intrauterine transmission of 
leprosy? Is there such a thing as age-sus- 
ceptibility range? Is prophylactic immu- 
nization possible? Is there such a thing 
as true spontaneous recovery and how 
does this happen? 

Lara was both an internist and a lep- 
rologist. He was not just a physician; he 


Ramon Magsaysay Awards): “His life- 
time research on the Evolution of Lep- 
rosy from Childhood to Adulthood is a 
very unique important research that has 
never been equaled by any one through- 
out the world.” This research spanned 
more than 40 years and went on long af- 
ter he had retired and was no longer re- 
ceiving financial compensation, Most of 
the papers he had written for medical 
journals were on childhood leprosy. The 
multi-drug therapy (MDT), the break- 
through discovery in leprosy cure, had 
yet to be. 

Aside from being Culion’s Chief, Lara 
held other positions, among them, as 
member of the Leprosy Advisory Com- 
mittee. to the Governor General, the 
Philippine Leprosy Commission and the 
National Research Council.

HERE'S dignity in soap!” declares Lorna Tolentino. 

The star of ABS-CBN's top-rating melodrama se- 
ries, “Kay Tagal Kang Hinintay,” underscores that it's 
not a sudsy affair and that a lot of hard work is involved 
in making it. 

While other soaps do 70 sequences, “Kay Tagal” does 
115. “Hindi kami nagcha-chacha ng mga sequences 
namin, We make a career out of every scene in all lev- 
els,” she adds. (The cast and crew don't take it easy on 
the set). They translate the script into the most efficient 
and focused way possible that eventually sees its own 
rewards. 

One of those rewards is being seen as more accessible 
to the fans, says the soap star. The intimacy of television 
has made Lorna Tolentino’s characters—Lorrea, Lorinda 
and Red Butterfly—part of the household. When Loma 
goes out, fans, especially children, call out, “Mama 
Red!” 

‘Not that making a soap opera is more lucrative than 
moviemaking, she sighs but adds: “It's a challenge for 
me to do soap.” Acting for television is more expansive 
than for the movies and the emotions always have to 
build up so that the audience is left in anticipation and 
they'd stay tuned to the next scene and next day's 
episode. 

Aside from acting in a different medium, Lorna is also 
challenged by her role as a burn victim. Initially she 
wore prosthetics but could only endure this for five 
hours after which she becomes cranky. As a compro- 
mise, she wears a diaper and a half mask over her face. 
‘To her, itis more important to freely express herself in a 
full range of spontaneous expressions. 

“Friends have been waiting for the time when my face 
would be restored in the series. 1 tell them, ‘Patience is a 
virtue. Emotional level first, before beauty,” she says. 

Indeed, Loma practices what she preaches. In the 
fickle world of showbiz, the actress has earned respect 
from her peers because of her capacity for hard work. It 
helps too that she is talented. 

Itisa talent honed by practice that dates back to those 
family reunions in her childhood when she would act 
while cousins Zsa Zsa Padilla sang and Amy Perez 
danced and played host. The movies beckoned at an ear- 
ly age, but her transition from child star to adult roles 
was difficult. During her adolescence, Lorna became the 
family breadwinner and like other young actresses in 
the late "70s, had to do cheesecake roles to get noticed. 
She resented such roles and became uncooperative. 
When her peers vilified her for such unprofessional con- 
duct, she learned to be more cautious. 

Her luck changed when she started working with 
some of the country’s best directors who honed her act- 
ing. Among her mentors were the late Ishmael Bernal 
who coached her in oral interpretation and Lino Brocka 
who taught her to shed tears on cue. In 1982, she got 
her first acting nomination in the role of a rebellious 
woman in Marilou Abaya’s “Moral.” Although she lost to 
Nora Aunor in the classic “Himala,” Lorna finally won 
respect from the industry when she started winning act- 
ing awards. 

Although most of her award-winning movies have 
heart-tugging titles such as "Maging Akin Ka Lamang,” 
"Yakapin Mo ang Umaga,” “Hanggang Kailan Kita Mina- 
hal,” “Narito ang Puso Ko,” “Sugatang Puso,” “Kung 
Ako'y liwan Mo,” "Ipagpatawad Mo,” and “Nakagapos 
na Puso,” she has been known to practise emotional re- 
straint in her acting. 

A diligent actress, she continually strives to perfect 
her craft, taking up acting courses and workshops, “You 
should know all the aspects of your craft,” she says. “You 
may have the talent, but you don’t know how to explore 
it. There's a need for that.” 

After doing television for a year, the cast and crew 
have become family to her. But such closeness on the set 
has not stopped her from studying her options for the 
next season. Movies still beckon yet getting audience 
approval is tough. Her last film “Magnifico ” bombed at 
the box office despite rave reviews from the critics. “Tm 
so proud of that movie. It imparts many Filipino values 
such as family unity, purity, selflessness and finding the 
child in you,” she says. The spiritual upliftment she got 
from being involved in "Magnifico" made up for her dis- 
appointment at not being part of the movie “Moral 
2002.” 

Loma reveals that a miscommunication between the 
producer, her manager and herself over the movie re- 
sulted in an entirely new cast being hired to play the 
original characters. 

“I cried," she admits. “But then if it's not meant for 
you, then it’s not meant to be.” 

Fortunately for the actress, her real-life roles as wife 
and mother enable her to transcend the ego-driven na- 
ture of show business.

Romance blossomed when they started 
making movies together. Although Rudy 
left actress Alma Moreno for Lorna, the 
two women have long forgotten that 
painful transition. Alma started feeling 
comfortable with Lorna when the latter 
won the affection of Mark Anthony, her 
son with Rudy. 

Married for 20 years now, Lorna has 
learned when to yield and when to assert 
herself, when to be candid and when to be 
reflective. Her relationship with Rudy em- 
bodies the adage “Real love need not be 
expressed; i's already understood,” she 
says.

This hasn’t discouraged songwriter Trina Belamide and 
her colleagues at pagbabago@pilipinas. Last February, 
the movement quietly launched “Pagbabago,” an album 
of songs written by Belamide and recorded by some of the 
country's most popular artists. They include Regine Ve- 
lasquez, Jolina Magdangal, Aegis, Mystica, the Apo and 
Jaya. But the album also invelves some left-field choices, 
such as Grace Nono, Radha and Da Pulis. 

The thread that holds the songs together, as the title 
implies, is a collective yearning for positive change—in 
our attitudes, our politics and the way we live our lives. 

| didn’t want a preachy kind of album telling people 
‘don't do this, this is what you should be doing’,” says Be- 
lamide. “I wanted the songs to empower people, to make 
them realize that they are capable of becoming catalysts 
for change. 1 wanted songs that people could make as 
their own personal anthems, so many of them were writ- 
ten in the first person.” 

Believe it or not, one of the inspirations for “Pagbaba- 
go” was Destiny's Child—not so much in the sound of the 
music as in the way the R & B group's songs made the lis- 
tener feel—in a word, empowered. 

Born from the tumult that followed in the wake of Edsa 
1I, pagbabago@pilipinas was formed as “a cultural-social 
movement for the radical transformation of Philippine so- 
ciety.” It is a diverse assembly composed of businessmen, 
members of the academe, people from the NGO world, 
media professionals, artists and ordinary citizens. Its aim 
was to harness the energy and momentum of Edsa II into 
“an autonomous cultural-social force to develop effective 
strategies for transforming the corrupt and wasteful as- 
pects of Philippine politics.” 

“Pagbabago,” the album, is just one concrete expres- 
sion of this desire for new politics. 

“I guess Edsa II was my political awakening,” says Be- 
lamide. “Iwas kind of guilty of having been apathetic all 
these years, but Edsa II inspired me a lot.” 

Belamide started writing songs as a hobby in high 
school. Her songs were good enough to win school com- 
petitions. Her songwriting and arranging skills were fur- 
ther honed in college, when she joined the Ateneo Col- 
lege Glee Club while studying mass communication. 

Shortly after graduating in 1990, Belamide was en- 
couraged to give full-time songwriting a shot. In 1993, 
her song “Now That I Have You” became the carrier single 
for The Company's Awit Award-winning album “Six by 
6.” Two of her songs for the group Axis were also nom- 
inated for the Awit Awards the following year. 

But Belamide really made her mark in 1994 when she 
‘wrote “Tell The World Of His Love,” which was chosen as 
the official theme song of World Youth Day 1995 when 
Pope John Paul Il visited the Philippines. In the succeed- 
ing years, her songs continued to win both local compe- 
titions such as the Awit Awards and the Metropop Festi- 
val, and international tilts such as the Asia Song Festival 
and the USA Songwriting Competition. 

‘Today, Belamide is one of the local recording industry's 
most sought-after songwriters and producers. She is also 
the current president of Katha, the local songwriters’ 
guild, and a board member of the Filipino Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers (Filscap). 

It took all of Belamide's resources to get “Pagbabago” 
off the ground. To begin with, there was no money. Be- 
lamide had to personally approach each artist, their man- 
agement and their record companies to get the line-up 
she wanted. She started from familiar turf—Regine Ve- 
lasquez, The Company, APO. But in order to reach as wide 
an audience as possible, Belamide also involved artists 
she normally wouldn't have worked with, such as Grace 
Nono, Aegis and Mystica. In some cases, she got outside 
producers to work with the artists. In others, she collab- 
orated with other composers. 

“J had to trust all the artists to put in whatever they had to 
give to the album, and Tm happy with the results,” she says. 

Although the album promotes positive change in gen- 
eral, many of the songs zero in on electoral politics, Pinoy 
style. “Eleksyon Na Naman,” performed by Grace Nono, 
for instance, is basic voter education in song form. “Idol” 
sung by Da Pulis basically tells voters not to be swayed by 
a candidate's celebrity, while "Tanggapin Mo Kung Gusto 
Mo” by the Apo and “Owe U Nothin” by Radha hopes to 
make voters resistant to the usual blandishments candi- 
dates dispense come election day. 

“I don't know how the public will take to these songs,”

admits Belamide. “I'm hoping it will make 
them think, at least. Some of the ideas in 
the songs might be new to some people. 
Tm hoping when they hear them, they'll 
go ‘oo ngq’.” And then bahala na where it 
takes them. 

Whether pop music can really change 
someone's life is, of course, still open to 
debate. (Does gangsta rap turn kids into 
cop killers? Does heavy metal make teens

Lara was back in Culion after 
the war. He assumed the post of 
Chief of the Colony in 1947 while 
forging ahead with his research 
with chgulmoogra oil, and most 
of all, among the children. He 
even tested the efficacy of the 
topical application of copper- 
plate on lesions. 

‘The Lara years were a signifi 
cant era in the annals of Culion. 
After he retired in 1962 Lara opt- 
ed to stay on as a consultant. By 
then, the Lara children had all

Lara was a protective nature 
lover as well. Hilarion Guia, the 
first elected mayor of Culion, 
said Lara did a lot to preserve 
the forest on the island.
